paris, Feb. 6.—It now seems very probable 
that France is nearing the end of the little 
war which she has been carrying on in the 
Hynterland of Sierra Leone with the Ma- 
hometan King Samory. In 1887, it,will be ro- 
membered, this potentate placed himself by 
treaty under the protection of France, and 
aithough the origin of the quarrel is not 
dennitely known, it is understood at Sierre 
Leone to arise out Of a difference of 
view between the contracting parties ‘as 
to the interpretation of the treaty. 
gamory alleges that he believed that he 
simply made a trading agreement, involving 
no sort of political consequences, In the 
letter recently addressed by Lord Salisbury 
to the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce it is 
admitted that the terms of the treaty are un- 
palata ble to Samory and the expedition sent 
against him isfor the purpose of enforcing 
it. A telegram received in Paris says that 
two fortified villages have been captured and 
that Samory has again been put to flight. 

The country in question. was explored in 
the autumn of 1887 by Capt. Binger, who was 
charged by the French Government with a 
peaceful mission to the chiefs ruling between 
the Upper Niger and the Gold Coast. In the 
highly interesting record of his travels Capt. 
Binger gives the details of the condition of 
the people ruled by Samory, and in particu- 
lar he records the military strengthof the 
King and his means of defense, The whole 
strength of Samory he estimates at 
5,00 men and he adds’ that these 
men receive no military instructions 
and that most of them hardly 
know how to carry firearms. Moreover, the 
Captain continues, their powder, which is of 
native manufacture, is of very poor quality. 
Unless, therefore, the fighting power of 
gamory has greatly improved in the last five 

— it is not surprising that the French, of 
hose strength nothing is said, have ob- 

tained an easy victory. The interesting 
nestion now remaining is, whether Sam- 
ry’s country will de permanently annexed 
othe French Soudan, thus carrying the area 
tthe French colonial possessions in North- 
rn Africa a stage nearer the equator. 

The British Protectorate over Sterro Leone 

mbraces an area of about 3,000 square miles. 

he Frenciiexpeditions onthe wesr coast of 
frica will not interfere with the boundaries 
stablished by the twonations, but there is 
ittle doubt that Capt. Binger is under in- 
tructions to push the project of annexation 
of French territory in the Soudan. 
It is the desire of France to 
control the trade ofthis region. The recent 
movement toward the Oasis of Touat was in 
this direction, and the trouble at Tangiers 
clearly indicated that France does not mean 
to permit England to gain any greater foot- 
hold than she now has in North and West 
Africa. The idea of African conquest seems 
to be popularin France, although Germany 
is inclined to call a halt in her African colo- 
hial schemes.

NEWFOUNDLAND’S GRIEVANCE. 

PLEA OF THE COLONISTS CABLED TO LORD 
KNUTSFORD. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Feb. 6.—The follow- 
ing numerously signed message from the 
West coast of Newfoundland has been cabled 
to Lord Knutsford: 

We entreat your lordship to lay the fol- 
lowing facts before the Queen's most excel- 
lent majesty. Notwithstanding the fact that 
&notice appeared ina Newfoundland royal 
gazette on the 10th of March last, stating that 
no factory not in operation on the Ist of July, 
Ig, was to be allowed to be operated, in- 
structions were telegraphed here on the 18th 
of March by the Premier of Newfoundland, 
bir Wm. Whiteway, to ‘go ahead,’ which in- 
structions were considered as law and were 
acted upon by many packers who otherwise 
would not have engaged in the lobster indus- 
try. When Her Majesty’s ships arrived here 
it was found that the instructions issued Dy 
the leaders of Newfoundland's government 
were in direct opposition to the modus 
vivend! and all new factories were closed. 
Consequently the capital invested in this en- 
terprise was lost. Many families were 
thrown out of employment and left destitute. 
On the other hand, we are m a measure de- 
barred from engaging in cod fishirig by the 
French, who occupy the principal fishing 
stations on thig shore, and if by chance we 
fre aliowed to cure a voyage, a high duty ts 
imposed upon our fish by the Canadlan Gov- 
ernment in consequence of the pugnacious at- 
Utude assumed by the Newfoundland Gov- 
ernment towards Canada whi is the only 
Svallable market for our codfish, herring 
and lobsters. Owing We believe, to the lack 
of diplomatic skill displayed by Colon- 
la! Secretary Bond wiillst endeavoring to 
negotiate a treaty with the United States, 
Which would meet the approval of Her 
Majesty's Government, we are shut out ofa 
Market of 60,000,000 of people. On the 9th 
uit.

OHILI’S CRUISERS. 


SHE WILL CONSTRUCT SHIPS FOR USE IN FUT- 
URE WARS, 

New Tonk, Feb. 6,—Mail advices from 
Buenos Ayres say: The Diaro’s dispatches 
from Santiago,Chili, report that the Minister 
ofMarine of Chili contemplates ordering at 
once the construction of a powerful armor- 
clad, which shall be more formidable in 
armor, speed and guns than the Captain 
Pratt, which is now finishing near Toulon at 
the works of the Forges Et Chantiers De La 
Mediterranean. This armorclad will be 
named EI Congresso. 

Oalculations have been made to determine 
the advisability of removing the turret of the 
Huascura, leaving her with an armor protec: 
tion of from two and one · hait to four and one- 
halfinches. This change would increase her 
speed to that of the cruiser class for a com- 
paratively short distance, as her coal capac- 
ity is limited. Prevalent opinion favors this 
scheme, 

The Government of Chili contemplates.send- 
ing the cruiser Esmeralda to the United 
States as a representative of the Chilian 
Navy at the World’s Fair. Aguilla, now lying 
at Buenos Ayres with a complement of about 
eighty Chiltans aboard. was purchased a short 
time ago from the Lavarello Co. by the Bal - 
machda Government for use as a transport. 
A crew was sent around to her by mail 
steamer, but before she could be got ready 
Balmaceda was overthrown. It was rumored 
that Chili was trying to induce the company 
to take her back, asthere seemed to be no 
furthe® use for her, but that rumor died out 
with the prospect of troubie with the United 
States. Sue can easily be armed with light 
guns and used either as a commerce destroyer 
Orasatransport. She is a twin screw steam- 
er, about 330 feet long. 


SCHLEY WAS READY. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 6.—An interesting 
incident in connection with the Chilian dim - 
culty has not before been made public. After 
the attack on the sailors of the Bal- 
timore, rumors were thick and fre- 
quent here that that the Chilians intended to 
attack the Baltimore. The naval 
Gemonstrations on their. part were 
of such a character that Capt. Schley felt 
impelled to put his ship in order fora hot 
fight, if it was forced upon him. According 
to the reports a combined attack was to be 
made upon the Baltimore by the Chilian 
cruisers, the Esmeralda and Almirante Coch- 
ran and the torpedo vessels. The idea of the 
Cillians was that with their foree they 
could make a complete wreck of the Baltimore 
m a very short time. Capt. Schley did not 
think so. At any rate he was reauy to give 
them a warm reception. On either side of the 
Baltimore and between the range of her guns 
andthe Chilian cruisers lay the German 
man-of-war Leipseig and the English man- 
of-war Melopomen: Capt. Schley had deter 
mined, in case ofan attack, to let tue torpedo 
boats goin the beginning and direct his at- 
tention to the work of disabling the crulsers. 
But he wanted to have them in the line of his 
guns. Getting in his gig he 
first boarded the German man- of- 
war and stated his views and wishes to 
her commander. The German Captain 
promptly said he would get out of the way at 
once and give the Baltimore a fair show. 
Capt. Schley then went to the Melopomen. 
Her Captain did not show the spirit of accom- 
odation ofthe German. Hesaid his ship was 
in very good anchorage and he did not see 
why he should move. After some further 
conversation he consented to comply with 
the request of Capt. Schley and said that he 
too would get out of the way. As it hap- 
penedthe Chilians either abandoned their 
intention to attack or never entertained it. 


TRADE WITH CUBA. 


THE DIRECT ROUTE FORTHE PRODUCTS OF THE 
WESTERN STATES. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 6.—The recent change 
ofagenay of the Morgan Line of steamers 
seems to have given an immediate impulse 
to trade between New Orleans and Havana, 
so much so that an extra steamer has had 
to be employed to bring the surplus freight. 
This proves that no common.-carrier should 
ta vor one importer more than another in the 
rate charged for freight upon the same class 
of merchandise, and we look forward tothe 
time when the bulk of flour, lard and corn 
which comes to this port from the great 
Northwest will pass through Mew Orleans, 
as it is the most natural and direct route. 

This interruption by the strike will result 
in great damage to shippers, who have their 
goods ready to goon board, many of them of 
a perishable nature. Somebody must pay for 
all this. it is rumored that the launch 
owners andemployes had become dissatis- 
fied with certain parties in the charge of 
shipping and receiving cargoes and de- 
manded their removal, hence the strike, 
Furthermore, the strikers are said to be 
working to have them join them. Snould 
they succeed matters would become greatly 
aggravated. Itis a question whether the 
Plant line of steamers can made the 
customary time in bringing the mails 
and carrying the great number of 
passengers coming and going in the winter 
season. Up to the present time these swift 
steamers have done excellent work, seldom 
being behind time in arriving or 1 
and it must be very prejudicial to the lines to 
be incumbered with the loading and dis- 
charging of large cargoes. The money ques- 
tion remains about the same, the Govern- 
ment at Madrid being so far offand so many 
here being interested in keeping up the mar- 
gin of $1 for exchanging 2% Spanish bank 
bill into those of $1, and a bank note of $1 ig 
only worth 42 cents in Spanish gold.

ALL ARE TAINTED. 


REVELATIONS IMPLICATING PROMINENT CANA- 
DIANS IN BOODLING TRANSAOCTIONS. 


TORONTO, Feb. 6.—The Globe publishes to- 
day serious charges against Sir Adolph 
Caron, Postmaster-General, and Tarte, who 
made charges that resulted in Sir Hector 
Langevin’s downfall, and will eall for re- 
opening of inquiry of last session. It will 
publish fac similes of documents in checks, 
which, it claims, prove that Sir Adolph drew 
upon funds in Thomas McGreevy’s hands for 
the election of 1887, and that his drafts were 
for political purposes. It alleges that Tarte 
also received some of the money; also that 
boodling was carried on in Quebec District 
directly under the personal sguperintendency 
of the ministers of the crown andon regular 
business principles. Several members of 
Parliament are alleged to be implicated. 
The fac simiies, it is stated, include one 
showing payment te Phillip Landry of $2,000 
onthe order of Sir Adolph. It states that 
evidence can be obtained from various 
sources to astound the world, andinvites any 
person whose names are printed inthe docu- 
ments published, or to be published, to 
bring action for libel in the courts of Ontario 
or Quebec. 


EXCITED AUSTRIANS. 


A MILITARY. OUTRAGE ENDS IN A SWORD 
COMBAT. 

VIENNA, Feb. 6.—There is much é¢xcitement 
in the. district of Lemburg arising from the 
friction which exists between the military 
and the civilians.of the district. The whole 
trouble is due to a military outrage tnat was 
committed at a ballin the village of Jarnow. 
Among the guests at this ball were a captain 
and a doctor who became involved in a 
quarrel, which resulted in blows being ex- 
changed. Nosooner had the civilian struck 
the captain than two officers, friends of the 
captain, interfered,, They drew.t 
and struck dow the ‘doctor with them, in- 
fiicting fatal injuries. The wounded man was 
conveyed toa hospital to die. No inquiry in- 
tothe affair was instituted and the utmost 
indignation prevalls among the civilians of 
the whole district that the officers should go 
unpunished. 


POPULAR SUPERSTITION. 


ORIGIN OF THE MANY RUMORS ABOUT THE 
POPE’S CONDITION, 

RoME, Feb. 6.—The public has for some 
time been mush perplexed over the contra- 
dictory news published almost daily in regard 
to the Pope’s health, 48 an explanation of 
these persistent rumors and the anxiety 
manifested about the health of the Pontiff it 
is said that the constant rumors of his im- 
pending death are due to the existence of a 
popular superstition which has some be- 
lievers in the household of the Vatican 
itself. Asthe Cardinals who are members 
of the Sacred College are always 
supposed to die in groups of three and at 
short intervals from each other, it is said 
that three popes, asthe Roman phrase has 
it, must go together. The Papa Negroe,’’ 
as the general ot the Jesuits is called, has just 
died. The ‘*Papa boss, whichis the popu- 
lar title of the head of the propaganda fide, 
followed him at a short interval, and now say 
the believers in those omens, it is the turn of 
the whiterobed Pontiff to die.

Carthy earnestly begge@@ his colleagues at a 
private meeting held u Dublin yesterday to 
relieve him of a position which his health, as 
well as professional reasons, made him feel 
unable to properly Bl. John Dillon would 
have been the only Alternative as a leader, 
Dut since he disapproved of post-mortem at- 
tacks on Parnell, the Healyites resolved that 
he should not be elected leader. Before that 
his election was certain. McCarthy himself 
threw out tentatively a suggestion that 
D mon should be chosen but the attitude of 
Healy and his friends was 8 rigidly uncom- 
promising as to make it evident that if 
Dillon’s name was formaliy proposed it 
would lead to a division and should he 
be elected possibly to @ further split 
in the party, already too much divided, 
Still Dillon has a strong following in the 
party, and it is to be hoped will become the 
Nationalist leader, as -he possesses the confi- 
dence and the respect of the Gladstonians 
more than apy other. His capacity as a Par- 
liamentarian is inferior both to Sexton’s and 
to Héealy’s, but Sexton's timidity and self- 
effacement have left him as powerless as 
Healy’s violence leaves him. 

Of course the result of the Dublin meeting 
shows that the McCarthyites dre prepared to 
make some sacrifices for unity, but in the 
absence ofa strong man as leaderit is to be 
feared that open dissensions cannot logg be 
delayed. The idea of reunion has beer laid 
aside for the present, but influences in that 
direction are increasing in strength. 
McCarthy brought a message to the Dublin 
meeting from the Liberal leaders, counseling 
the anti-Parnellites to make any reasonable 
concessions to Parneliites to induce them to 
rejoin the *Tepre- 
sentation is more of & untt Before the general 
election Gladstone’s majority is certain to be 
affected and his power to carry home rule 
lessened. The fesling among therank and 
file of the Liberal party is that all sympathy 
will be withdrawn if they fail to seize upon 
every Opportunity of bringing back the Par- 
nellites to the common fold. 

IN NEED OF FUNDS. 

In addition, McCarthbyites as well as Par- 
nellites, are spurred on to reconciliation by 
the money argument. The holding of the 
meeting in Dublin instead of London was 
simply due to the fact that many members 
could not afford tocome over, and very few 
of them will be seen here during the session 
except for divisions of the highest moment, 
if even then. In fine, the force and activity 
of the Irish party are paralyzed by 
want of funds. However, as funds 
are not Ukely to de lavishly con- 
tributed, while it is in so many fac- 
tions, its need of money may lead toa greater 
union. The absence of Gladstone, who has 
wisely resolved to stay on the Riviera, but 
who would undoubtedly returnif his pres- 
ence were urgently needed in Parliament will 
detract greatly from the interest of the open- 
ing of the session. 

The inaugural day promises to be generally 
dull. The first business will be the adoption 
ofa vote of condolence with the Crown on 
the death of the Duke of Clarence. 
The next panegyric will be on Mr. W. E. 
Smith, the late leader of the House. 
It is thought that the Parnellites may take an 
opportunity of alluding tothe death of Par- 
nell. The Liberal leaders would join in any 
tribute that may be paid to the memory of 
Parnell, and thus the proceedings of the ses- 
sion would begin auspiciously for a reunion. 

The postponement of the Irish local gov- 
ernment bill umtil after Easter will kill the 
interest of the gession which the government 
intends to try to devote to humdrum legisla- 
tion. 2 

No one now believes that the Irish bill will 
be passed or that the government wants to 
passit. Their policy will beto prolong the 
session as much as possible so as to keep back 
the general election until late in the autumn, 
but if the Liberals ike to try they can force a 
dissolution by Easter. byyfesisting all minis - 
terial measures, Gladstone, however, is not 
inclined to give the Tories a precedent fora 
policy which they would not be slow to put in 
force against himself when he comes into 
office. 

TROUBLES THICKEN. 

In fact as the day approaches for the meet- 
ing of Parliament, difficulties are thickening 
in the path of the Government. There ap- 
pears to be no doubt that Mr. Balfour gave 
little or no information to the Irish deputa- 
tion here yesterday. He heard their com- 
plaints aud their suggestions, and that was 
about all. It is also rather an open secret 
that the restrictions asked for would 
render the Dill unacceptable to a large 
section of the Ministerialists’ supporters. A 
plan which finds more favor with the Gov- 
ernment than it is Hkely fo meet with in the 
House of Commons, is one of drastic super- 
vision and supersession, such as would make 
the county councils bapless dependents upon 
the Irish local Government Board, and might 
at any time render the work of that board 
beyond possibility if there were any general 
disobedience to the official ideas of local gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. John Morley is im London and reports 
that Mr. Gladstone is in excellent health. It 
is Mr. Gladstone’s intention to be in London 
in time to consult with his friends atthe 
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stage of the Irish local Dill, upon 
which some consultation may be needed, will 
not be reached before the month of May. 


CARDINAL MANNING’S SUCCESSOR. 


BISHOPS HEDLEY AND OLIFFORS MOST FRE- 
QUENTLY NAMED. 

Loxpox, Feb. 6.—In view of the prayers 
ordered by the Roman Catholic chapter of 
West mister to obtain divine guidance in the 
choice of the next arehbishop the various 
purely political speculations on the subject 
seem very much out of place. The Bishop of 
Clifton, Dr. Cliffors, as a possible candidate, 
is spoken of. as a home ruler. 
This is not true. He has as a 
matter of fact made no secret of 
his Conservative sympathies, and has upon 
occasion used his influence with bis flock in 
that interest. The importation of Cardinal 
Moran from Sydney to fill the vacancy at 
Westminster must have been suggested by 
those who allowa commendable zeal for a 
desirable object to run away with their sense 
of justice. Although tue statement that 
nine-tenths of the Roman Catholics in London 
are Irish or foreigners may be allowed to 
pass (with certain reservations), yet the fact 
remains that they have been happy and con- 
tent under the English arch-bistiops; nor 
must it be forgotten thatthe Roman Church 
in England aspires to covert Englishmen to 
its views, an object which, as things are, is 
much more likely to be furthered by a native 
prelate. e 

In short, an English hierarchy with an 
Irish head would hardly work well. The 
name of Bishop Hedley has also been a good 
deal mentioned as that of a possible suc- 
cessor tothe late Cardinal Manning. He is 
among the most learned of the English 
bishops, and has for some years edited the 
Dublin Review. His translation from the 
diocese of Newport will entail the appoint- 
ment ot another Benedictine to the see, so 
that there would again be two members of 
that order among the English Episcopate, as 
in times past. 

On Saturday before his death, Cardinal 
Manningis said to have forwarded a sealed 
letter to Rome in which he made a strong rep- 
resentation as to the choice of his successor. 
One of the best known priests in London was 
sentto Rome with it. The contents of the 
letter have not transpired, but there 
is an impression that Dr. Gilbert’s 
qualifications were strongly urged. 
Such a request on the part of 
the dying prelate would have a great force 
with Leo XIII, Next Tuesday Westminster 
Chapter will select three names and forward 
them to the Pope fora successor to Cardinal 
Manning.

Grand Duke Alexis Insulted While Trav- 
eling in Germany.

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—It transpired to-day that

The Grand Duke Alexis, ac- 
cording to the story, is said to 
have been very much irritated at the appar- 
entiy slight precautions taken to guard his 
life while on his travels, it having been sug- 
gested to him by one of his favorite aides-de- 
camp that the obnoxious pamphlet might 
just aswell have been a dynamite bomb. 
This suggestion is said. to have caused the 
Grand Duke to turn pale with annoyance, and 
he is reported to have informed the Ger- 
Man Officers in attendance @pon him that it 
would give him much pleasure if the man 
who threw the pamphlet into his carriage 
was arrested and punished severely for in- 
sulting the guest of the Emperor of Germany.

“The Builiing Was Five Stories in Height 


and All the Inmates Were Asleep 
When the Fire Broke Out+The Wife of | 
the Proprietor Among Those Who Per- 
-.fdehed-The. Halls Packed With . Halt 
Buffocated People Endpavoring to Es

New Tonk, Feb. 7.—At 3:15 o’clock this 
morning fire broke out in Hotel Royal, For- 


tieth street and Sixth avenue. The hails were 


won filled with half suffocated guests and the 


. wtodows thronged with shrieking men and 


women. One woman jumped from a window 


and was killed. The first reports placed the 


killed at between fifteen and twenty. 

At 8:45 flames were bursting from the up- 
per windows and the excitement outside as 
it became known that many were penned up 
became intense. 

John Yates, a retired merchant, many 

a guest of the hotel, was caught in the 
way and was supposed to be lost, but 


forced his way out, badly singed. 


Mrs. Richard Mears, wife of the proprietor, 
jumped from the second story window and 
badly injured her spine. 

Onthetop floor of the building, which is 


‘five stories high, forty persons, including 
Servants, 


were asleep when the alarm broke 
out. It is impossible in the confusion to tell 
how many of these eseaped. The firstre port 
was that all had perished. 

STIX DYING WOMEN. 

Four alarms were sent out and at 3:30 there 
was a cau for an ambulance. 
At the latter hour six women, who had 
Deen helped out of the burning building were 
on the sidewalk , supposed tobein a dying 
condition, waiting for the ambulances. A 
large number of firemen were employed in 
rescuing the guests, who bad rushed from 
their rooms terror-stricken and screaming. 

At 8:4 flames were bursting from 
many of the windows, and scores 
of half-crazed people were  rush- 
ing through the hallways. Several 


‘persons who had been roused from their 


Sleep by cries of Fire!“ were half suffo- 


_ cated by the smoke and made thelr way with 


dimculty to the windows. 

There they made piteous appeals for 
help. They were helped down the ladders 
by the fremen as rapidly as possible. 
Several of them were asphyxiated by the 
smoke, and all required the attention of phy- 
siclans, several of whom were soon 
on the scene. The neigh bor- 
hood was aroused by the brightly 
Durning. building and crowds quickly 
gathered. The fire lines were carefully 
guarded by a detall of police ana the large 
force of fremen worked vigorously. 

There are 200 rooms in the house and all but 
four were occupied last night when the fire 
broke out. 

The bodies of three men were removed to 
the drug store at the corner of Sixth avenue 
and Fortieth street. Their names are un- 
known. 

The woman who jumped was killed m- 
stantly, The other woman is badly hig 

Officer Daniel Glenn of the Twenty-third 
Precinct climbed up one of the ladders to 
the third-story and seized a woman. 

James Yates was terribly burned and may 
die. He was removed tothe dfug store and 
his wounds dressed. He is suffering in- 
tensely. 

On the way down another woman jumped 
from another fourth story window and

Snyder listened to the scheme to such an ex- 
tent that he is now $8,000 loser, but he says 
acquiescence was not a voluntary act on his 
part. About a month ago several well known 
crooks called oh Snyder and began 
to work up a confidential friendship. 
After a time they had a great 
scheme to get their hands on $300,000. All 
they wanted was a place to hide the plunder 
until the excitement blew over. This is what 
they wanted with Snyder, they wanted him 
to hide it. The scheme was to rob a govern- 
ment train which would have $300,000 on 
board. They unfolded the scheme, which 
sounded very plausible. It was the train 
from St. Louis with money for the Western 
troops, due to-nigfft, via the Missouri Pacific. 
An oath was administered in regular 
dime novel bandit style to Snyder and he was 
declared a one-fifth partner in 
the enterprise. The robbers were to secure 
the cash, andas Snyder was to have cus- 
tody of it, he was asked to advance funds to 
carry out the preliminary work, Snyder had 
to advance money, amounting in all to 
$3,000, after which the ‘‘gang’’ suddenly dis- 
appeared without robbing the train. In 
fact, the train robbery wasamyth and was 
used solely to extort money out of the pawn- 
broker. Snyder told a reporter this after- 

noon that he was not at liberty to do 
so and dared not tell a word regard- 

ing the conspiracy. He said‘ that he 
would appear before the Grand-jury Monday 
and state the factsin his possession, and he 
supposed the case would be public property 
about next Wednesday. Snyder says he was 
forced into the conspiracy and was afraid to 
say a word, asit had been told him on oath 
that he would be killed and his pawn- 
broker’s establishment would be blown up 
by dynamite. It was only by accident that 
the story Jeak ed out and he was forced to tell 
the police the facts of the case. One of the 
conspirators, he , is a lawyer of some 
note and the othér ringleader is a well- 
known man about town.

Guire had cleverly laid, she resolved to 
struggle against further trouble by chang- 
ing her residence altogether and, if poss!i- 
ble, keeping her former lover ignoraut 
of her whereabouts.

NEw Tonk, Feb. 6.—Three more actions 
were begun to-day against Baron De Seil- 
leire in the Supreme Court. Alexander Un- 
man, the plaintiff jn one ot these cases, says 
he was employed by the Baron in August, 
1887, to look after his interests in the 
banking-house of Sellleire & Co. 
of Paris, France, He says the 
Baron agreed to give him 10

CAMPAIGN. 


Text of a Letter Received by Gen. Stanley, 
Written by Senor Ignacio Ramirest— 
Garza’s Editor Says the Real Revolu- 
tion Will Begin in June—On the 
Border. 


SAW ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 6.—Gen. David 8. 
Stanley to-day received a letter from Ignacio 
Ramirest, one of the most prominent Mex!i- 
cans residing in Southwest Texas. He is 
alse very wealthy, paying taxes on $25,000 
in Duval County and on several 
times that amount in. Mexico. Senor 
Ramirest was recently placed under military 
arrest by Capt. John G. Bourke of the Third 
United States Cavalry upon a charge of being 
implicated in the Garza revolutionary move- 
ment. In his letter to Gen. Stanley he makes 
sensational charges against Capt. Bourke 
and asserts that he will make an interna- 
tional affair out of the case, being a citizen 
of Mexico. The following is an extract of 


the letter: 


Ihave been injured in my rights as a property 
holder by a breaking into my home. A reflection 
has been cast upon m — ged as an honorable man. 
ansults have been inflicted upon myself and family. 
My privileges and guarantees as a 
foreigner have been violated according 
to the treaty existing between this and 
the Mexican republic of which last- mentioned 
country lama citizen. These outrages have been 
committed by Capt. John G. Bourke of the Third 
Cavalry, United States Army, who a short time ago 
was in d of Fort Ringold. ‘I address 
you this the foregoing  circum- 
stances. first ace have 
the honor to inform you that I am owner of real 
estate in the city of Camargo, Mexico, wheré I was 
born, and that in this State of Texas I pay taxes on 
$25,000 whichis the assessment vaiue on my rural 
property on this side of the Rio Grande. 


The writer then gives full details of the al- 
leged outrages committed by Capt. Bourke’s 
command and says: 


Capt. Bourke came to my house and he and several 
soldiers began a scandalous search, opening trunks 
and looking under beds eads, as if they were a hoard 
of savings. My affected wife, shocked by such out- 
rages, with our baby in her arms, complained of such 
proceedings and was ail the more terrified when 
Capt. Bourke threatened to burn the house.

WILL STRIKE IN JUNE, 


THE TIME SELECTED BY GARZA TO MOVE 
UPON DIAZ. 


Corpus CHRISTI, Tex., Feb. 6.—F. Mendoza, 
who now edits El International, Catarina 
Garza’s revolutionary newspaper at Palite 
Blanco, believes that Garza will yet be suc- 
cessful. Mendoza is a Cuban refugee anda 
man of intelligence and ability. 

In a recent interview he said: Were Garza 


to die to-day the revolution would continue. 
This is not a question of men but of prin- 
ciple, right, justice and freedom. The peo- 
ple are dissatisfied with President Diaz and 
Will not stop until his overthrow has been 
accomplished, no matter who may head the 
movement. 

It was atthe time of the mock elections 
last June that Garza discerned this feeling 
and decided upon this movement. The first 
thing to do was to get financial backing. To 
this end he went into Mexico and talked the 
matter over with men of means. He found 
that his views met theirs,and he had notrou- 
ble in securing the money necessary for the 
project. 

Since last September Garza has divided 
his time equally between Mexico and Texas, 
but is now in Mexico; not on this frontier, 
but in the interior. There will be little done 
until June, when the elections take place. 
That is the time Garza has always intended 
tostrike the blow that will crush the Diaz 
Government. 

It is nonsense to talk of Augustine Itur- 
bide being with Garza, fortheir ideas and 
views are Widely different. Garza is and has 
always been a Republican and anadvocate of 
liberty, while Iturbide, heir-presumptive to 
the throne or a defunct Mexican monarchy, 
ig perforce an Imperialist. Therefore they 
can have nothing in common.  Iturbide has 
as little use for Garzaas he has for Diaz. 
They both occupy the same position towards 
him 


‘*Watching matters as I have done I can 
but see that President Dias is courting revo- 
lution. His every act adds to the probability 
ofsuchathing. He now has one, but does 
not seemto realize it. There is one great 
error which he is on the verge of committing 
and that is in allowing Hernandez 
to be executed. Hernandes is a grand 
man. There is none in Mex- 
ico more loyal to the Diaz Government than 
he. lle is capable of military management 
and is beloved by his troops and by all who 
know bim, and his execution will do nothin 
less than cause an uprising in the army an 
among his friends. His death will be a greater 
crime than murder. That by thisact, the 
success of the Garza revolution will be se-

THE STOLEN PEARLS. 


Public Sentiment Turning in Favor of 
Disgraced Mrs. Osborne. 


LONDON, Feb. 6,—Mrs. Osborne’s voluntary 
surrender tothe police at Dover has revived 
the intense interest awakened by the great 
pearicase. No doubt public sentiment is 
strongly inher favor. This mainly on ac- 
count of her splendid husband. who has shown 
a high sense of honor throughout and an un- 
flagging devotion to his wretched wife. 
Other points arouse the sympathy of the pub- 
lic and excite the hopethat her punishment 
may be as light as compatible with justice. 
Next May Mrs. Osborne expects to become a 
mother, She is dreadfully worn and 
broken down. Her wish tosurrender is due 
to the destre not to make the burden on her 
husband’s shoulders any heavier. For her 
to have Kept in hiding meant perpetual exile 
tor him. With her surrender every amend 
possible will have been made. The jewels 
have been returned to Mrs. Hargreaves. 
Spink, with whom the Jewels were pawned, 
will get his £550 and the costs of the sult 
brought against him to recover them will 
be paid by Mrs, Osborne’s grand 
father, who willalso pay Maj. Hargreaves’ 
his costs in the action for libel. Capt. Os- 
borne has now leave of absence from the 
Commander-in-Chief till July zi, which al- 
lows his constant attendance on his wife in 
this new trial. Inspectors Davidson and 
Malone of the city police have been in 
France for weeks, keenly looking for Mrs. 
Osborne in Normandy, while she 
in the Pyrennees, The truth 
that they had no clew whatever to 
her hiding place. Capt. Osborne could easily 
bave taken his wife to Buenos Ayres, which 
he proposed to do, but she wisned to face the 
worst and be over withit. Detectives ac- 
companied the Osbornes from Paris to Dover, 
where Detective Taylor of the City Police, 
with a warrant for her arrest; was waiting 
for her with a lot of other detectives. 

When the boat arrived at 9:30 in the even- 
ing the incongruity of police precaution was 
exemplified by a curious coincidence. This 
same day an extradited Italian murderer 
was being conveyed from England, in charge 
only ot one detective; of whom he might, 
had a favorable opportunity occurred, have 
easily made short work. 

Mrs. Osborne, a woman utterly broken 
down and dejected, who came to England to 
give herself up to justice, found enough de- 
tective officers present for her arrest to bag 
a whole gang of desperadoes. The poor 
woman could hardly walk to the train. She 
nearly fainted in the doorway of the 
carriage. When she rallied the war- 
rant was served. The curiosity of 
the crowd waiting for the train at 
Charing Cross was balked by the Osbornes 
getting out at London Bridge, where no one 
was. Mrs. Osborne was driven tothe Cloak 
Lane Police Station, where she was formally 
charged with fraud in obtaining acheck for 
£550 from Spink. No attempt was made to 
offer bail. Mrs. Osborne passed a restless 
night in the  MImspector’s room in 
charge of a woman attendant. 
At 10 o’clock next day she 
was brought into the council chamber of the 
Gulld Hall before the Lord Mayor. Crowds of 
police werein attendance found the Guild 
Hall some time priorto the opening of the 
doors. Mrs. Osborne entered the court bya 
private way and took a seat at solicitors’ 
table with Capt. Osborne on her right and 
Inspector Taylor on the left. The change in 
her appearahce was startling. Many who 
saw her during the previous trial 
confessed that recognition under any 
other circumstances would have beena hard 
matter. She was dressedindeep black and 
wore a vell, which covered her painfully thin 
and wan face, Linking his arm in hers Capt. 
Osborne continually tried to comfort his 
wife, who burying her head in her 
hands sobbed convulsively. From time 
to time she seemed to get calmer, 
but only to break afresh in a paroxysm of 
grief. Through a mistake of the Treasury 
Solicitor the whole court was délayed wait- 
ing tor his arrival. Mrs. Osborne grew so 
faint that she hadtoretire to an adjoining 
room. On her way she tottered, and would 
have fallen but for her husband’s supporting 
arm. 

The Lord Mayor had some sharp words with 
Mr. Ouffe before accepting his excuse and 
and apology for his unseemly delay. Mr. Cuffe 
then applied fora formal withdrawal of the 
charge of attempting to Obtain money under 
pretenses issued by the city police. No evi- 
dence was offered and the Lord Mayor de- 
clared the case dismissed. This was received 
with warm applause and it looked 
as if things were being made easy for the 
tortured woman, but she had no time to en- 
tertain this pleasing illusion. Inspector 
Swanson at once entered the room where she 
sat almost fainting, and arrested her again 
on a charge of perjury on a warrant issued 
from: Bow street, whither after a few 
moments she was taken in a cab, her hus- 
band accompanying her. The proceedings 
here were happily short as only the arrest 
was proven and then the case was remanded 
by Sir John Bridge for a week. 

Capt. Osborne was allowed to accompany 
his wife to Holloway Jall, where she is now 
confined in the infirmary. No application 
was made for bail. Evidently both husband 
and wife are prepared to accept whatever 
comes now, pluckily. The question is 
whether Mrs. Osborne may not ak down 
utterly under the strain.

The Charge on Which Harry Brian Was 
Arrested. 


ACCUSED OF MAKING A CHECK FOR $5 
READ FOR 365,000. 


He Bought 83,000 Worth of Horses From 
Mr. Wolfert and Was Given a Check 
for $2,000—The Horse-Dealer’s Check 
Found on Him— Mr. Wolfert’s Story— 
Police News. 


„was busted and 1 just wanted to raise 
enough money to take me back to my home at 
Reading, Pa.’’ 

That was the explanation Harry Brian 
made to Chief Desmond last night 
when arrested and askead why he 
raised a draft from $5 to 35.000. He admitted 
the crime and told a plain story, but with- 
held a great deal he ought to have told. The 
swindling scheme he so successfully worked 
yesterday was one ofthe boldest ever prac- 
tised in this city. About 10 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Brian appeared 
at the sale stables of Wolfert & Co., Broad- 
way and Cass avenue, and said he was buy- 
ing horses to stock his new farmin Reading, 
Pa. He had come out West to see the stock in 
the great St. Louis horse market and make 
his selections in person. To Mr. Wolfert 
he said he was a well-to-do farmer and had 
about $3,000 he wished to putin good horse- 
flesh and that he would pay cash. For two 
hours Mr. Wolfert went through his stables 
and the stables ofseveral neighboring horse. 
dealers. The stranger bought every good 
looking horse orteam of horses shown him 
and surprised Mr. Wolfert with his ready 
purchase. He knew how to talk horse“ 
and was weil posted ou horsefiesh., When 
they returned to the office after 
the tour Mr, Wolfert fancied he 
had sold the stranger $3,076 
of horsefiesh. Mr. Brian figured up the 
amount, andit was agreed that the lot could 
go for ‘‘$3,000 even money.’’ In payment for 
this Mr. Brian presented a draft for $5,000 on 
the Chase National Bank of New York, drawn 
by the First National Bank of Ottumwa, Io., 
and made payable to Harry Brian. It was 
dated Feb. 3, and signed by the cashier of the 
Ottumwa Bank. Mr. Wolfert accepted the 
draft and gave Mr. Brian a check for $2,000 in 
return. Mr. Brian then made his exit. When 
Mr. Wolfert’s brother dropped into the office 
afew minutes later he was shown the draft, 
and his quick eye detected signs of erasure 
on two parts of the paper. nder a glass 
the scratches of the knife showed up very 
plainly and it was also discovered that the 
amount, $5,000, was written ‘‘Five,’’ and 
printed **‘ThoUsanD’’ with a rubber stamp. 
A telegram was sent to the First National 
Bank of Ottumwa, Io., immediately with a 
request for a reply at once, stating what 
amount of money Harry Brian had on de- 
posit there. Within an hour the answer 
came: He deposited $5 here Feb. 3 and a 
Graft for that amount was issued to him.’’ 
Hurrying to the Four Courts the Wolfert 
brothers told their story gave a 
very good description of Brian and 
recalled that he mentioned the Green 
Tree Hotel during his conversation. Detec- 
tives McGrath and O’Conneéll were dis- 
patched tothe Green Tree Hotel, at Second 
street and Clark avenue, and in the waiting 
room they found a man answering Brian’s 
description. They took him to the 
Four Courts, where the Wolfert brothers were 
waiting, and he was promptly recognized 
and identified by Mrs. Wolfert. Brian was 
searched. In his overcoat pocket was found 
a box containing a double alphabet of rubber 
type In small letters and capitals, a small 
inking pad, a form for holding the typeanda 
bottle of ink. I was new ana 
had been used but once, as 
only the letters  spellin thousand“ 
were solled. A memorandum book con- 
tained the list of horses he had bought from 
Wolfert and on the first page was written in 
ink: February, Ottumwa, Keokuk, Mundy, 
st. Louis, Indianapolis.“ This 18 
considered very significant and Chief 
Desmond expects to hear from Keokuk on 
Monday as he believes Brian had a route 
mapped out. To Mr, Wolfert’s great glee 
and surprise the check for $2,000 he had given 
Brian was found in his vest pocket. 

Chief Desmond said n told a rather 
strange story in connection with the swindle. 
He said, so Chief Desmond states, that he 
had deposited $5 in the Ottumwa Dank for the 
purpose of securing a draft. After secur- 
ing the horses from Mr. Wolfert 
he intended to borrow $2 on them 
and got to his home in Reading, Pa., leaving 
the horses here and returning Mr. Wolfert 
his check. Brian’s action throughout the 
transaction do not appear to be those 
of an experienced thief or an 
expert swindler. He told Mr. Wolfert 
where he was sto ping, and did not cash the 
check, as he could have done yesterday after- 
noon before the banks closed. He was locked 
up on a charge of attempted fraud. and Mr. 
Wolfert will make an application for a war- 
rant to-morrow morning.

. COUNCIL AND COLLECTOR. 


Wo give St. Louig people to-daya de- 

plorable but not exaggerated account of 
the condition of their city institutions 
caused by insufficient revenue. Adequate 
provisions for.the proper care of the sick 
in the city hospitals, the insane in the 
asylum and the paupers in the Poor-house, 
is impossible, Comptroller STEVENSON 
says, while all departments of the public 
service are cramped for means as they now 
are. 
One reason for this. lack, as we have 
clearly shown, is the handling of the City 
Collector’s office as a political machine; 
the favoritism and nullification of law 
which have been conspicuous in the fail- 
ure to collect license taxes. 

Enough has been shown to indicate more 
ot laxity and crookedness in that office 
than Mr. ZIEGENHEIN himself is probably 
aware of, or would consent to, with all 
his stubbornness in taking instructions 
from the brewery syndicate’s attorney 
rather than from judicial decisions and au- 
thoritative official interpretations of the 
law. 

The City Council, therefore, instead of 
leaving that duty to the next State Legis- 
lature, while the revenue shortage stints 
every department of the city’s service, 
should give the methods of the Collector’s 
office a thorough investigation and insist 
on such reforms as may be found neces- 
eary. 

Manifestly something is wrong in the 
law or in the Collector’s office when busi- 
ness-tax collections show such a falling off 
since 1885; when license-tax payers find 
competitors permitted to do business in 
the same block without license, and when 
there are 800 more concerns doing a dram- 
shop business under a Federal dramshop 
license than have taken out State and city 
license. 

A printed list of licensed places and 


| license tax collections should make it easy 


for the Council’s Investigating Committee 
to show how much of the failure in col- 
lections is the faultof the law and how 
much the fault of the Collector or other 
officials who, by remitting fines or other- 
wise, aid him in making the evasion of 
taxes an easy, every-day thing. 

Some amendments of the law may be 
necessary to enable the Collector to do his 
duty more effectively, and it is certain 
that some amendments or new remedies 
are needed to make him faithfully obey 
and enforce the law. Ifthe Council’s in- 
vestigation and the report of its committee 
shall fully cover all these points, a very 
large increase of city revenue from our 
present taxes will be assured.

QUERIES AND ANSWERS. 


Can you tell me what house Will succeed to the 
crown of England on the death of Queen Victoria, 
and the la wa governing the succession. 

ANGLOMARIAC. 


The Queen herself will in all probability be 
the last member of the house of Hanover on 
the throne of Engiand, for her numerous de- 
scendants are not members of that house and 
no representative of the collateral branches 
of the royal house is likely to succeed 
to the throne, The Prince of 
Wales, his children, and his brothers 
and sisters are members of the house of 
Saxe-Coburg, which 16 a branch of the 
Ancient German dynasty of Wettin. The 
death of Prince Albert Victor, however, has 
attracted general attention to the prospects 
of succession to the crown of 
a Scotch family which ag few 
years ago had no higher position 
than one connected with an Irish 
peerage ofthe third rank, and its possible 
transformation into the royal house of Great 
Britain. Between the Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Fife, Alexandra Duff, who bears 
only the courtesy title of lady, stand in 
the order of succession to the throne 
only two  lives—those of* her uncle, 
Prince George, and her own mother, 
The descent of the crown is limited to 
Protestants, and for this reason three of 
Queen Victoria’s living descendants, two 
granddaughters and a great-grandson, being 
members of the Greek orthodox church, are 
wholly excluded from a possible succession, 
The same law of succession exists in no other 
country Gf Europe except Spain and 
Portugal. Everywhere else either the 
female line is wholly excluded, as 
it was formerly in France and is still 
in Prussia and other countries, or the female 
line can only succeed if the male line should 
become extinct, as in Austria and in the 
Netherlands, a country that now has a fe- 
male sovereign. Butin Great Britain males 
take precedence of females inthe succession 
tothe crown only when they derive their 
rights arectly from the same parent. 
A daughter is always preceded by a 
younger son. The first-born child of 
Queen Victoria was a daughter, 
but in the order of succession all her younger 
brothers and their descendants would take 
precedence of her. Therefore, a daughter of 
Queen Victoria’s youngest son would precede 
her own eldest daughter asa possible heir of 
the crown. But a line of the royal house may 
be continued as well by daughters as by 
sons, and no line is excluded because it has 
only a female representative. In any other 
monarchical country of Europe, with the two 
exceptions named, the crown after the de- 
mise or William IV. would have de- 
volved not upon the king’s niece, 
Princess Victoria of Kent, but upon 
his brother, the Duke of Cumberland. 
But, while this is the law of succession, 
membership in the royal house is restricted 
to the male line until the female line actually 
succeeds. Thus, while the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, a cousin ofthe Queen, descending in 
the male line from George III., is a Prince of 
the blood royal, the grand-daughter of the 
Prince of Wales, Lady Alexandra Duff, is 
not a member of the royal house, 
and will not become one un- 
less her mother or her mother’s 
line should succeed to the crown, Yet in the 
order Of succession she is nearer the throne 
than all the numerous members of the royal 
house excepting her grandfather, the 
Prince of Wales, her uncle, Prince George, 
and her own mother. A commoner 
without any rank and title, even with- 
outa courtesy title, may, in the line of suc- 
cession to the crown, precede a prince of the 
blood. Thedeath of the Duke of Clarence, 
therefore, has had the effect that the only 
surviving son of the Prince of Wales alone 
stands between the throne and the succes- 
sion of a family that a few years ago was not 
of the highest rank in England and wholly 
unknown outside of it.

An 
English critic calls him the Yankee Plato, 
and certainly Greece and New England are 
curiously combined in him. It is Matthew 
Arnold, however, who pays him the highest 
and truest compliment he has ever received: 
**The friend and helper of those who seek to 
live inthe spirit. I had rather have his 
fame than that ofany other writer America 
has produced, and he seems to me easily the 
first writer (sofaras influence goes) of his 
day and generation on either side of the 
ocean. He is already a recognized power in 
English thought and a constantly increasing 
power.

The London Spectator, in a recent article on 
Cromwell, says: 

**There is ne other name in the long and splendid 
history of our race, unless it be that of Lincoln, 
which can claim more respect for wisdom, for true 
patriotism. for dutifulness in its highest sense. 

That the Spectator should pay such a com- 
pliment to ‘‘the immortal rebel who hewed 
the throne to a block, is almost as surpris- 
ing as ifthe Archbishop of Canterbury should 
compare Gen. Booth, 8. A., to St. Paul. How 
true is it that the giants will live in spite of 
all efforts to destroy them, and the pigmies 
perish in spite of all efforts to preserve them. 
When that sweet-scented scion of the Stuarts, 
Charles II., of unblessed memory, gained 
the crown his father lost, the bodies of Orom- 
well, Ireton, his son-in-law, and Bradshaw, 
president of the high court of justice which 
tried to condemn ChariesI., were torn from 
their gravesin Westminster Abbey, drawn 
on a hurdle to Tyburn and hanged, then cut 
down and mutilated, andthe remains flung 
intoa hole dug beneath the gallows. It is 
supposed thatthe gallows stood near what is 
now known as the Marble Arch in Hyde Park, 
but the exact site cannot be located. So 
Cromwell rests in an unknown grave and 
with the exception of a plaster statue in 
the South Kensington Museum, there 
is, I think, no memorial of 
him in London. Hampden has a4 
statue in the new House of Parliament, but 
the monarchical sentiment was as yet too 
strong to permit such honor to his greater 
cousin, who was not afraid tosenda treach- 
erous king to thescaffold. Cromwell can af- 
ford to wait, and will not have to wait long. 
The time is coming, and, unless all signs are 
at fazit, is near at. hand, when somewhere 
in the very heart of London there will rise a 
monument to the Great Protector, built by 
the English people whose liberties he saved 
from the clutch of royal despotism. Macauley 
rightly calls him ‘‘the greatest prince that 
ever ruled England.“ fle is certainly the 
most popular one in the England of to-day; 
and when the Spectator condescends to praise 
him, we may be sure that his popularity is 
increasing. 

Meanwhile a name is omitted from the 
Cromwellian compliment which makes it ab- 
sura, ‘‘Inthe long and splendid history of 
our race, one name there is which dwarfs 
all others into Insignificance— WASHINGTON.

Mr. Peter L. Foy of This City Memorialized 
the Pope end Asked That American- 
Born Gitizens Be Given the Mitres in 
the American Oburoh — Archbishop 
Ireland’s Position. 


Archbishop John Ireland of St. Paul, Minn. 
said to entertain ‘‘more advanced’’ views 
than any other dignitary of the Catholic 
Church in America, is now in Rome. If he 
first successfully defends bis advanced“ 
suggestions his task will be to have them put 
in force in this country. When, in the event 
of his success in self-defense, he enters a plea 
for the appointment of American-born bish- 
ops only for this country he Will find that he 
is not the first person to call the atten- 
tion of the Vatican to the matter. 
The honor of laying the first state- 
ment. before the papal authorities of 
the affairs of the American Hierarchy 
troubles, which differences of nationality are 
causing in the Catholic Church in America, 
belongs to a St. Louisan. Last summer 
while the Cahensley agitation was at its 
height Mr. Peter L. Foy, a prominent Catho- 
lic citizen of this city, was sojourning at 
Rome. The Cahensley scheme was the one 
topic of discussion, and the question of 
appointing Bishops of foreign nationalities 
to American dioceses, which was being so 
warmly backed up by German influences, 
was naturally alarming the prelates of the 
American College. At the solicitation of prom-

THE UNCOLLECTED REVENUE. 


THE DEMANDS THERE ARE FOR IT IN THE VARI- 
OUS DEPARTMENTS. 


How are the finances of the city, Gen- 
ralf“ asked a reporter of Comptroller John 
D. Stevenson. 

*“*We'’re in a hole,’’ answered the Comp- 
trolier. Then taking a pencil from the desk 
before him he wrote a few figures. ‘Yes, 
sir, I’m afraid we're going to be ina hole, 
he said, unless the collections exceed my 
estimates. In addition to the general ap- 
propriation bill for $4,000,000I have certified 
to special buls that demanded about $67,000, 
and the deficiency appropriations will call 
for nearly $100,000. Mr. Ziegenhein says there 
are 900 saloon licenses still uncollected, and 
promises toturn thosein. If he does this it 
Will give me $22,000, which will help. But 
I'm afraid he won't don. 

THE COLLECTOR AROUSED. 

Comptroller Stevenson has studied the sys- 
tem by which the city’s license fees are col- 
lected very thoroughly, and he really knows 
more about it than Collector Ziegenhein him- 
self. Last year he criticized the Collector 
severely and declared that there was an ut- 
ter lack of system in the office by means of 
which the city lost a good deal of money. 

“*Ishouldn’t repeat that criticism now, 
said he yesterday, ‘‘because the Collector's 
office now seems tobe producing good re- 
sulte That is,it is turning in money, and 
that is the only way Ican judge ot the work 
being done. But he’s got to turn in more 
money than I think he will or we are going 
to run behind with our current expenses. 

The Comptroller hints at his fear that the 
city revenues will not equal its ordinary ex- 
pensges in his report to the Mayor, too. The 
several departments, he says, incident to 
the rapid growth-.of the city, require the 
practice of the strictest enonomy, and each 
appropriation must be closely scrutinized if 
we are to live within the income, which we 
must do. as it isa constitutional and charter 
obligation.’*’

THE ANTHRACITE COAL TRADE. 


It Continues as a Special and Exciting 
Factor in Speculation: 


New York, Feb. 6.—The position of the 
anthracite coal trade has been an interesting 
factor in speculation fora longtime. It was 
made particularly exciting yesterday, be- 
causé of the activity and advances in the 
coal stocks at the Stock Exchange and the 
multitude of rumors which was circulated. 
One of the most startling of the rumors came 
out after the close of business, and strange 
to say, it was of the kind which had been 
moving about while the stock market was 
2 The report alleged that the Lehigh 

alley road had secured controlof the Cen- 
tral Rallroad of New Jersey witha guarantee 
of 7 per cent on the stock of the 
last named road. The story was denied by 
President Maxwell of the Central of New Jer- 
sey and by George F. Baker, president of the 
First National Bank, whois a director in the 
Jersey Central. The preceding reports had 
been that a new combination had been 
formed among the anthracite coal producing 
companies and that new plans bad been 
agreed upon by which there could be a better 
maintenance of rates. The lively circula- 
tion of rumors kept stock brokers and news- 
paper men ‘‘hustling’’ in the way of investi- 
gation, but the only outcome wasa sharp 
rise im the stock market in the principal 
anthracite coal shares. Jersey Central rose 
abouts per centand Reading and Lackawanna 
1 per cent each. President Maxwell 
of the Central New Jersey sald: 
There is no truth in the report 
that this company has been leased or is con- 
trolled by the Lenigh Valley. It has no foun- 
dation whatever. do not Know of any new 
agreement among the coal companies or of 
any change inthe situation. The question 
of percentages will, of course be settied and 
it will be done amicably, but it has not been 
settled yet. Ihave not seen Mr. Wilbur of 
the Lehigh Valley or Mr. McLeod of the Read- 
ing in many weeks. The coai question will be

Wide Differences of Opinion Manifested 
Committee on Agriculture—Hatoh Pays 
His Respects to Statistician Dodge— 
What Is Thought Locally of the Bul 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 6.—Mr. A. J. 
Sawyer of Minneapolis, who was before the 
House Committee on Agricalture a few days 
ago in Opposition to the anti- option bill, to- 
day continued his statement to the commit - 
tee respecting the system of business prac- 
ticed by the large wheat buyers of the North- 
west,and defending the custom of buying 
options on the exchafiges to cover the poss!- 
bility of loss on the wheat in elevators. He 
said the speculator carried the surplus 
for the actual wheat buyers under 
the option system, and enabled them to 
sell their wheat from-time to time as fast as 
it could be disposed of. Ifthe wheat in store 
could be moved forward the market would be 
giutted and cash wheat would fall toa very 
low price. By .selling futures against the 
wheat de had in elevators, the elevator 
owner tnsured himself against loss. 

Mr. Moses said that cotton brokers seem to 
lose money through spot cotton going down, 
while futures were going up, and asked Mr. 
Sawyer if he was not Mable to loss in this. 

Mr. Sawyer admitted thathe was, and said 
that he had to teke that risk in the business. 
He lost $40,000 at one clip, in this way, 
and another time a private company had lost 
$100,000 by consigning wheat to London and 
buying options agaimst it here, through the 
home and foreign markets working exactly 
against the cOmpany’s Interest. Something 
had been sald about the high price of farm 
products, twenty or more years ago, com- 
pared with the pricesof to-day. Farmers 
then had a tariffon everything they exported, 
though they did not knowit.

It was hardly neces- 
sary to attempt to disprove that statement, 
because if it were true, prices would fall to 
almost nothing, It wasnot the short seller 
who caused the greatand sudden declines in 
prices, Dut nearly always wasthe man who 
was long' on the market. He became tired 
of carrying the market and depressed prices 
in bis efforts to get out. It was not to the in- 
terest of the short seller to depress prices ex- 
cept for the time being, andhe gid not en- 
dea vor to force them down beiow a int at 
which he could buy back at a profit. The 
mostactive and persistent buyer was the 
short seller seeking toclose out his contracts. 

Mr. Moses asked ifspot wheat, which was 
the wheat the farmer sold, would not be 
higher if ‘‘futures’’ were done away with. 

r. Aldrich said that if too much wag not 
sold, the price now might be better, but in 
— it would be lower and the speculator 
owing to the lowerrates of interest he pal 
could carry the wheat easier than the farmer.

New York Chinamen Banquet Their 
Newly-Elected Mayor. 

New Yorx«, Feb. 6.—The Chinese New Year 
began Jan. 29, but with characteristic de- 
liberation the New York Chinamen are still 
celebrating the anniversary. The last, and 
in some respects the most elegant and exclu- 
sive festivity of the season, was a dinner to 
the newly-elected Mayorof Chinatown, Chu 
Chuck Wang, given in the Chinese Temple, 
No. 16 Mott street, yesterday afternoon. Only 
the heaviest ‘‘swelis’’ of the Chinese colony 
were invited, ang in alitwenty-five exclusive 
Celestials gathered about the well-spread 
tables. Most of these were merchant princes 


of Mott street, but an officfal character was 
ven to the banquet by the presence of the 
832 Consul, Chin Woon, and his attache, 

r. Loo. . 

These functionaries drove tothe Temple at 
40’clock and were the object of a deal 
of adulation from their humble compatriots. 
Chin Woon was resplendent in a light biue 
silk embroidered gown, with a navy dlue 
vest. Attache Loo wore the brightest of biue 
silk-emocks, and the Mayor was equally re- 
splendent. All three wore black silk caps, 
with a red coral button ontop. Another dis- 
tinguished guest was Tom Lee, the Chinese 
Deputy Sheriff, whe returned from a -visit to 
China about two months ago. Three tables 
were spread in the Orientallx magnificent 
Temple on the top floor of No. 16 Mott street. 
They were brilliant with flowers, dainty 
china, tvory chop sticks and other embellish- 
ments of Celestial civilization, 

There were eighteen courses in all, but the 
dinner was divided into two games, with a 
recess of a couple of hours for recuperation 
opium smoking and the social amenities o 
the Orient. Amongthe delicacies provided 
were bird’s nest soup, dried oysters imported 
from China, bonélesé duck, both stewed and 
roast and stuffed with spices, roast chicken, 
spliced chicken wings; cuttle fish, dried im 
ported mushrooms, shark fins, dried sea 
worms, sea grass, sea moss, spiced pork, 
roast pigeon, spiced duck eggs, nuts, fruit, 
confectionery watermelon seeds the 
choicest of tea and six kinds of flery Chinese 
wines. In all there were over one hundred 
different dishes served. and itis no wonder 
that they required a recess of two hours after 
the first nine Mnings. 

It was nearly 11 o’clock when the feast 
ended and by that time Tam Lee, who had 
been devoting himself assi@uously to the six 
kinds of Chinese wines, was carried home in 
a cab. Other festive Celestials awoke the 
repose of Mott street witn gleeful but gut- 
teral cheers until midnight. The Mayor of 
Chinatown, towhomthe dinner was given, 
is an official élected by the Chinamen every 
January. ‘His functions are rather social 
and advisory than executive, but he has cer- 
tain quasi judicial wersin the settlement 
of — — among his constituents.

A short time ago I made arrangements with 
the Superintendent of the Zoological Garden 
at Central Park, New York, to make some ex- 
periments with the phonograph and the 
monkeys contained in that excellent collec- 
tion of animals. From the vast interest 
manifested on the part of the reading public 
and the selentific world in goneral, I feel 
called upon to give a Gescription of some of 
these experiments, and show to them how I 
am prégressing in the Solution of the Simian 
tongue. Early in the morning I retired to 
the monkey-house, and for the first time ap- 
proached a cage containing four brown Capu- 
chin monkeys, two white faced Sapajous or 
ringtalls, one Oudge monkey and a small 
spider monkey, none of which I had ever 
seen or conversed with before. On approach- 
ing the cage I saluted them with the word 
which Ihave translated from the Capuchin 
tongue to mean ‘*food,’’ and also, as de- 
scribed in a former article of mine, as being 
used in a much wider sense, possibly asa 
kind of ‘‘shibboleth,’’ or peace- making 
term used among them. On delivering this 
word to them almost immediately one of 
them responded to it and came to the front of 
the cage. On repeating it two or three times 
more the remaining three came to the 
front of the cage and on thrusting my fingers 
through the bars of thecage they took hold 
of them and Degan playing with them with 
great familiarity and apparent pleasure. 
They seemed to recognize the sound at once 
and seemed to realize that it had been deliv- 
eredto them by myself. Whether they re- 
garded me as a great ape or monkey or some 
other kind of an antmal speaking their 
tongue lam unable to say. Up to this timel 
bad shown them no food or drink or anything 
of the kind, but soon thereafter 
I secured some apples and carrots and gave 
them smal! bits of it In response to their con- 
tinual request, using this particular sound 
until I had satisfied those present that they 
really understood the word that Ihad used, 
andthat it was properly translated food. 
This was not only gratifyingto me, but doub- 
ly so i view of the fact that I satisfied those 
present, who had come to wit- 
ness these experiments, that I 
was correct in my solution of 
this word. Then placing my phonograph in 
order I made a record of the sound and turned 
the instrument upon a cage Containing one 
emall Rhesus monkey, together with two or 
or three other varieties. recorded a word 
ofthe Rhesus monkey which I had believed 
to correspond in meaning, though quite 
different in sense, to the Capuchin word for 
food. This Rhesus sound I recorded, and 
then turned the cylinder and repeated it to 
some monkeys of the same variety in another 
cage. Then on presenting some small bits of 
apple and carrot 1 induced the monkeys in 
the other cage to use the same sound, which 
they continually did, and appeared to me to 
be asking for food. The cage contained 
some eighteen or twenty monkeys, and I took 
a very accurate record of them, almost in 
chorus. This was just before and during the 
breakfast hour. Iwas satisfied that I had 
discoveredthe sound in the dhesus dialect 
which meant food, though it was used in a 
somewhat more restricted sense than the 
word which I have described as meaning 
food, and also witha wider meaning in the 
Oapuchina dialect. 

WITH STRANGE MONKEYS, 

On the same evening there arrived in Cen- 
tral Park a shipment of monkeys from abroad; 
they were brought there from Europe. They 
were seven in number. At my request they 
were placed in the upper part of the old Ar- 
mcry building, entirely out of communica- 
tion with any other monkeys. 

They had never seen or heard any of the 
monkeys in Central Park. Early on the fol- 
lowing morning I repaired to the room in 
which the monkeys had been placed. In 
company with me were the Superintendent 
of the Zoological Garden and two or three 
other gentlemen who had been permitted to 
come to witness the experiments. I requested 
them not toofferthe monkeys anything to 
eat or display anything of the kina, or by any 
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conditions 
inmates of to re- 
céive any Of my caressesor any of the food 
thatI had for them. I have made a good 
many observations among the spider mon- 
keys, but they are not very intelligent and 
possess only a very limited number of 
sounds. Their vocal powers are very inferior 
and their sounds exceedingly ambiguous. 
They are well disposed and docile, but their 
language is almost as far inferior to that of 
the brown Capuchin,as the brown Capuchin’s 
appears to be below the chimpanzee’s, and 
as the chimpanzee’s appears to be below the 
lowest order of human speech, 

For the past month I have deen making 
records in the Zoological Garden at Washing- 
ton at such times and with such subject as I 
could find. 

In the collection in that garden is still to be 
found od Prince, the original gray Ma- 
cacus, from which I made the first record in 
the phonograph that lever made. I regard 
his languge as very far inferior to that 
of the brown Capuchin, which as I be- 
lieved a year ago was superior to that of any 
other monkey. In the garden here I also 
found four or five Capuchins, some ot them 
very good specimens, all exceptone being 
quite young. The brightest one in the col- 
lection is a little brown monkey, whose name 
is Pedro. He is exceedingly clever and com- 
municative. On my frst visit to him a month 
ago 1 ound him caged with several others. 
In the same cage was a small spider monkey 
who was very fond of playing with little 
Pedro. And she had a habit of catching him 
by the tail and dragging him around on the 
floor. This Pedro seemed to dislike very 
heartily. He complained very frequently 
and very loudly, but to no purpose. The 
other monkeys seemed to impose u him, 
depriving him of his food and all other liber- 
ties that a bright little monkey ought to have 
had in a free country like this. na when I 
first visited the cage I took his part against 
the other monkeys and we soon became 
friends. He would catch hold of my fingers 
through the meshes of the cage and chatter 
and show every mark of appreciation. We 
soon Decame quite good friends. A little later 
I had him placed in a cage to himself, 
where I have been able to han- 
dle him with comparative ease. I 
na ve made a splendid —ĩ hic record 
of his speech. I got him to hold his mouth 
right up to the tube and talk quite loud. Each 
succeeding experiment gives me more and 
more assurance of the ultimate success of 
my studies. And when I see how many truly 
scientific people and great scholars and nat- 
uralists are firm believers in my theory, I 
can well afford to ignore the shallow wags 
who try to say something funny about it. 
Were it not for such moral support, however, 
one might feel discouraged at the great tax 
on time and patience which is necessary to 
learn even ope word of this most singular 
language. The discovery of the Rhesus word 
for food has accelerated my efforts and in- 
tensified my hopes. And while it has taken 
months of labor to learn this one new word, 
I feel amply rewarded formy pains. I hope 
very soon to be able to add one more word to 
the list, in which event it will be duly an- 
nounced,

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MEXICAN DICTATOR.

There is a general tendency to regard 
Catarino Garza, the Mexican who is now per- 
forming the double role of supplying special 
correspondents with work and Uncle Sam's 


‘troops with a little active service on the 


frontier, as nothing more or less than a ban- 
ait, But the statements made by Garza’s 
lieutenants to their numerous interviewers, 
that their chief really represents a great po- 
litical movement, having for its object the 
deposition of President Diaz, is unquestiona- 
bly the truer view of the situation. Diaz 
himself has done some good flibustering, 
fieeing into and out of Mexican territory with 
considerable frequency and agility once upon 
a time. When he was conspiring against 
some of his predecessors he was not above 
making overtures to the brigand, Losada, 


**the tiger of Alicia,’’ tosecure the services 
of the latter in aid ot his cause. The nego- 
tiations in that particular instance, 
however, were not successful. Conspiracy, 
indeed, was the main force employed by Diaz 
in his earlier period of prominence, to attain 
his ends. There may be more significance in 
the Garza business than appears on the sur- 
face, for undoubtedly the present adminis- 
tration in Mexico must have numerous and 
powerful enemies. Why a Government should 
place the immense reward of $800,000 on the 
head of a man who is merely a bandit is a fact 
open to considerable suspicion. Garza. too, is 
not so desperate a freebooter as to render his 
annihilation a matter of such vital conse- 
quence to the public weal. The progressive 
policy of President Diaz has operated to in- 
crease the friendliness of foreign countries 
toward him and the United States may have 
good reasons for desiring a continuance of 
his rule. He hasrendered Mexico a profit- 
able field for foreign investors, and he has 
been called the apostie of peace. Internal 
improvements have received more attention 
and impetus since he rose into power than 
ever before, and the financial credit of Mex- 
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many of his actions cal 

icism. ‘Suppression of press freedom is 
anomalous in a republic, and the outrageous 
policy of Diaz in cones with the. Mexican 
press cannot de defended. Editors rash 
enough to oppose him have actually been exe- 
cuted without even the pretense of legal trial. 
The laws in force governing the army might be 
appropriate in Russia, but in Mexico they 
are out of place, to put itmildly. Under 
Diag a Mexican army officer is literally un- 
able to call his life his on. His uniform can 


only be considered a badge of servitude; he is 


either an insolent puppet in the hands of 
Diaz or else a candidate for the attentions of 
a firing party. Again, the anti-clerical laws, 
of whieh Diag is the sponsor, — — tho 
record of suppression of the forces of opinion 
represented by the press, the army and the 
church. The impressing into military 
service of convicts, who receive the alter 
native of entering either jail or thearmy, 
has naturally done much to lower the status 
of the latter and to destroy that esprit de 
corps which is an essential part of every e - 
cient national force. 

The one softening feature of the long-con- 
tinued supremacy of Diaz in Mexico is the 
benign and charming parponanty of his pres- 
ent wife. The story of her meeting with and 
marriage to her husband is something of a 
romance. Her father, Senor Rubio, was an 
ardent supporter of ex-President Lerdo. 
During the fight between Lerdo and Diaz,

Rubio and the latter were bitterly opposed. 
They afterward met at a ball in the American 
Legation and were brought together by Min- 
ister Foster and his wife. It was only a social 
introduction, Dut wasthe starting point of a 
sincere friendship, during which Diaz and 
the beautiful daughter of Rubio saw much 
of each other „and a marriage 
resulted. Thus was accomplished the 
rapprochement in politics of two men who 
were traditional foes and also the connection 
of their families through matrimony. Mme. 
Diaz is remarkabie alike for her beauty and 
her sweetness of disposition. Around her 
cluster all the humanizing influences of Mex- 
ican society. Sheis devoted to religion and 
bestows frequent and costly gifts upon the 
Church. It is needless to add that sheis 
looked upon with extreme favor by the Cler- 
icals, Her husband and his ministers, whose 
families are alsoin touch with the Ohurch, 
tacitly asgent to the course taken by their 
relatives in the matter ot religion. These 
men are themselves entrenched within a 
permanent barrier of indifference to the 
Church. While they remain Catholic in 
name, they refrain from observance of the 
ordinary regulations governing the faith- 
ful, and are to all intents and purposes with- 
out the fold. Mme. Diaz receivesthe Arch- 
bishop occasionally at Chapultepec, and

The lamented and untimely death of Sena- 


powers and his usefulness to Kansas and the 

country, has again called attention to the 
always interesting subject of the health of 

public men as affected by the necessary con- 
ditions of Congressional and official life, The 

frequency of similar catastrophes in the last 
decade has appeared more startling because 
the victims of ovérwork were men of whom 
longevity might have confidently been pre- 
dicted. Manning, Windom, Randall, Beck, 

Burnes and many others who have fallen 

possessed extraordinary vigor, vitality and 

endurance. By the horoscope they were en - 
titled to length of days aud should have died 
hereafter. 

No doubt the demands upon the time and 
strength of public men are excessive, and as 
constituencies grow and interests multiply 
must inevitably increase rather than dimin- 
isn. It concerns the people, therefore, to 
consider whether they are imposing burdens 
heavier than can be borne, or whether these 
alarming fatalities are partly due to disre- 
gard of obvious laws, to irregular hab- 
its and causes that might be avoided—in 
other words, whether premature deaths are 
murder or suicide. 

With a population of 10,000,000 and access to 
the capital by stage coach, steamboat or 
private conveyance, the public service was 
leisurely, isolated and dignified. But with 
65,000,000, a railroad. system making the 
journey from the Pacific to Washington a 
pastime, telegraphs to very hamlet, fast 
mails, the daily press, telephones and special 
deliveries, the post ofan ambitious dnd suc- 
cessful politician is no sinecure. 

HOW THE BURDENS INCREASB. 

Stenography and the typewriter have 
lightened the toil of official correspondence, 
but this labor at best is immense and imper- 
ative. Not to reply promptly toa letter is 
the unpardonable sin, and many that are pri- 
vate and confidential must be answered in 
autograph. Applicants for pension often 
address every member of theirfown délega- 
tion simultaneously about their claims, and 
sometimes those of other States as well, thus 
entailing an enormous aggregate of needless 
work upon the bureau, as each must be sep- 
arately answered. Frequent errands at the 
department upon matters of patronage, 
favor and business are indispensable. Com- 
mittees meet regularly. Bills must be exam- 
ined for report, public questions studied, 
preparation made for debate, the dally ses- 
sions attended, newspapers read, guests en- 
tertained, social obligations discharged, and 
time found for recreation, food and rest. 

Add to this the necessity for constant vigi - 
lance at home, of long and arduous cam 
paigns for re-election, the control of prima- 
ries and conventions, weeks of stump speak- 
ing, hand-shaking and seeing the boys. and 
it is evident that thé eight-hour law will not 
apply to legislators andstatesmen. They roil 
the stone of Sisyphusand turn the wheel of 
Ixion, finding in endless toll unceasing fasci- 
nation. 

STRONG TEMPTATIONS. 

But numerous and unending as these func- 
tions are, with system, order, abstinence 
and prudent husbanding of hours they 
can be performed without exhaustion. It 18 
not ‘‘overwork’’ alone that Kills. 

The temptations to irregularity are strong. 
The simplest axioms of health are occasion- 
ally disregarded, and nature is a reientless 
ereditor. Time which should be given to 
sleep is sometimes lent toconviviality. The 
pleasures of a luxurious table and a voluptu- 
ous couch are spendthrifts of the nerves and 
brain. The human body is an engine with 
a storage battery capable of so many pulsa- 
tions, and when its energy is expended, 
whether by work or waste, that is the end. 

Death is not an accident. It is appointed 
to every man to die, and when his time comes 
he goes. The maniac. _ who fires a bullet 
through his disordered Drain dies subject to 
the same inexorable law asthe peaceful pa- 
triarch who painlessly yields up the ghost at 
fourscore, his life going out like a candle that 
has burned to its socket. The decrees of fate 
cannot be questioned nor fathomed, but it 
often occurs that in the ineffectual effort 
is an irreconcilable discrepancy between the 
autopsy and the epitaph.

HENRY GEORGE DENOUNCES THE ATTEMPT TO 
BUILD A NAVY. 

The disgraceful talk about a war with Chill 
that has recently been filling our newspapers 
ought to arouse attention to the evil course 
we have entered on in attempting to build up 
a great navalarmament. The navy on which 
we are spending such an enormous amount 


of public money is useless and worse. It is 
anti-American, corruptive and dan us. 

It is useless because it is unneeded, Weare 
so strong end so situated t there is no 
possibility of a war being forced upon us. No 
nation inthe world would wantonly attack 
us, for there is no nation that would not have 
everything to lose and nothing to gain by do- 
ingso. While, even if there is no higher 
motive to restrain us, there is no nation in 
the world with which the provoking of war 
on our part would not mean certainty of loss 
without possibility of gain. 

It is useless, moreover, because the ships 
we are building would suffice neither for 
defensive nor offensive war. Modern inven- 
tion has made them as antiquated as the coat 
armor of the feudal era. u case of attack 
from the seathe modern means of defense 
consist in the power of concentration brought 
about by telegrapk and ratlroads, in elec: 
tricity and high explosives, torpedoes, sub- 
marine boats, air ships and ouickly placed 
obstructions and defenses. For — ession 
abroad power is really measured by the swilt 
merchant ships that can be called into serv- 
ice. We might build up such a navy as that 
of England, yet England would still be im- 
measurably our superior for offensive. pur- 
pose in her merchant steamers. We would 

e to-day superior to England in merchant 
steamers and the capacity of building them 
had we not taxed American ships off the 
high seas. Wecould remit all taxation on 
ships and ontheir materials with the loss of 
far less to the revenue than we are now 
spending on the navy. 

It is anti-American, for the reasons tnat 
make all stunding armies inimical to our tra- 
ditions and institutions. It is anti-American, 
because organized on aristocratic principles, 
the impassable class distinction between 
noble and peasant being perpetuated in the 
distinction between commissioned officers 
andenlisted men. These men are for the 
most part foreigners, who are — Kept in 
our naval service, after being inveigied into 
it, by severe restrictions anda standing re- 
ward for running them don it they escape. 

It is corruptive, as n a large class 
of permanent office-holders in influencing 

overnment, as providing means for de- 

auching politics wherever there is a navy- 

ard or a contract to given out, and as 

ullding up corporations whose profits de- 
pend on lobbying. ei 

It is dangerous, because it creates an influ- 
ential class whose interests are opposed to 
the interests of the masses of the people and 
who desire war for the sake of the impor- 
tance, the promotion, the contracts and the 
pickings that war will bring to them. It is 
dangerous because the possession of a strong 
navy fosters among the thoughtless, even 
those to whom war could 3 nothing but

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CAUSES FOR DIVORCE. 


MRS. K. LYNN LINTON HAS SOME ORIG- 
INAL OPINIONS. 


The Eminent English Woman Advocates 
a More Rational Treatment of Matri- 
monial Difficulties—There Is Sex Im- 
morality—A Philosophie View. 


Written for the SUNDAY POsT-DisPaATCH. 

Again the question of the rigid fixity or 
easy dissolubility of marriage has come to the 
front; and the difficulty of harmonizing two 
irreconciliable positions, each of which has 
something to say for itself, fills men’s minds 
with anxious speculations. Whethor it is 
better to keep up the fiction of an unworkable 
ideal in the teeth of fact, or confess its prac- 
tical failure and do the best we can with 
things as they are? Whether the abstract 
theory of the well-being of society is to over: 
ride the yearing desire of countless grieving 
individuals for happiness, or the claims of 
the individual be allowed, even at the cost of 
a lower social standard and a more restricted 
moral ideal? 

PETTERS MADE EASIER. 

In many Roman Catholic countries—not in 
all—where marriage is a sacrament and in- 
dissoluble, adultery is leniently regarded, 
the frailty of human nature, the fact that in- 
constancy is part of that human nature, and 
the imperative need of the heart for love, 
have their due weight with those who rule 
conscience in private and set the order of 
moral allowances in public, The fetters are 
irremovable, therofore they are made easier 
in the wearing than with those who can free 
themselves of theirs, almost at pleasure, 
which last system at least gets rid of the ne- 
cessity for lies, treachery, the rival's 
Caress to the betrayed wife, the friends“ 
hearty handshake to the dishonored husband, 
and all those debasing elements of an adulter- 
ous intrigue which hurt the nature far more 
than the mere fact of inconstancy pure and 
simple. 

EFFECT OF EASY DIVORCE, 

On the other hand, with divorce made as 
easy as it is in certain States in America, the 
marriage bond has no sanctity at all, and the 
good of the family has no influence. Love is 
degraded to animal instinct or whittied away 
to temporary caprice; but the magistrate 
gives a clean biil for future indorsement, and 
the whole relation becomes one of legalized 
and very slightly-velled promiscuity. Held 
by no tie stronger than that of desire, a 
transient weariness, which a little self-con- 
trol would overcome, takes the dimensions of 
unconquerable aversion; and the present as- 
sociation is broken with no more sense of 
solemnity than two players cut afresh for 
partners at the end of the rubber. 

MORALITY OF WOMEN SUFFER MOST. 

Here, then, we have the two extremes of 
indissoluble fixity and fluid instability, and it 
would be hard to say which system is the 
most disastrous to morality. In both alike 
the morality of women suffers more than that 
of men, and in both allke they take full ad- 
vantage of thelr opportunities. ‘‘De Kas- 
tignac’’ is a recognized institution here. 
There by tar the largest proportion of those 
whoapply for divorce on grounds—which are 
eminently those of weariness and satiety 
only—are women, not men. 

This is a fact not to be ignored by those who 
oppose any loosening of the marriage tie, so 
we have it, on the plea of the interests of 
women and forthe preservation of their do- 
mestic security and married stability. It Is 
they, not the men, who get impatient with 
the monotony and the inevitable friction of 
daily life, they who rush to divorce because 
of weariness and satiety, not the men, who, 

erhaps indeminying themselves out of doors 
or the boredom of strained relations within, 
are able to bear with more equanimity than 
the women conditions which press less heay- 
lly on them than on women, 

Our vow to keep together ‘‘for better, for 
worse, has a fine ng init, and Ig nobly 
conceived, yet in pity for the weakness of 
human nature and its pathetic craving for 
happiness, we might a Httle restrict that 

romise for worse and add other causes for 
egitimate divorce tothe primitive one alone 
recognized. 

OUGHT TO BE STRETCHED. 

In our caretouphold the ideal we run the 
risk of sacrificing truth to a lle—real morality 
to a/ghostly superstitution. Granting ali the 
need thereisfor stable conditions in mar- 
riage, on which the family is founded—the 
family belng the unit of that aggregate we 
call society—the center of order and disci- 
— by which law is made — aa 
ngthe dangers involved in laxity, still, by 
the more complex state of modern society, 
and the increase of area both in vice and vir- 
tue, the true meaning of marriage is lost in 
other ways besides those of personal infldel- 
ity, and the law of divorce ought to be 
stretched wide enough to inciude them. 

Habitual drunkenness, madness and felony 
ought, all three, to be causes for the dissolu- 
tion of a tie which because of these things 
has lost both its sanctity and Its significance. 

We marry for the sake of offspring. Under- 
neath all the personal ion of that fever 
we call love lies this other impelling if un- 
conscious instinct. The rvation of the 
race is an instinct as strong as, even stronger 
than, that of seif- preservation, and con- 
sciously or unconscously, children are the 
root of marriage. What Kind of children 
we give to the state when one parent is a 
drunkard or a maniac? 

THE GREAT SIN. 

What isthe great sin of t cities’’ but 
the immoral 8 of disease, vice and 
pauperism? hat is true of the poor is true 
also of the rich, anda drunkard ip broad- 
clotn makes as disastrous a father as a

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White Stevens and His Boy Blown Up 
by Nitro-Glycerine. 


TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE AT FALLING 
SPRINGS QUAREY, NEAR CAHOKIA. 


Collecting Funds for a New Baptist Church 
—Allison-Obear Glass Works Seing 
Rebuilt—Death of Joseph Draggon— 
Runaway Boys Captured—Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation Secures Quarters. . 


Akegof nitro- giycerine exploded in the 
storehouse of the Falling Springs quarry, 
near Cahotia, about noon time yesterday, in- 
stantly Killing White Stevens and his 9-year- 
old son. The scene of the explosion was a 
small shed, two miles out from the village, 
used as a store-house for tools 
and other materials used at the quarries, 
several miles distant. Stevens was an em- 
ploye of the quarry company and his boy was 
working with him. When de left the quarry 
for dinner yesterday he was instructed by the 
foreman to stop at the store-house and 
procure some tools for the after- 
noon work. A number of small 
kegs of nitro- glycerine were kept 
in the shed as the material is used ex- 
tensively for blasting purposes. 

While Stevens Was rummaging about for the 
tools he accidentally overturned a keg of the 
nitro-giycerine, which exploded with terrific 
force. The concussion tore the roof of the 
shed, wrecked the structure and instantly 
killed Stevens and his son. 

No one knows just how the explosion was 
caused, but this is the supposition. The 
report of the explosion was heard at the 
quarries and a party of the workmen started 
to the store-house to investigate, the cause 
being at once surmised. The party found the 
disfigured bodies of the two unfortunates, 
father and son, in the ruins of the 
shed. Ordinarily such an explosion 
would have blown both bodies to 
atoms, Dut fate had acted kindly in this case 
and the remains were left in such a condition 
that their semblance to humanity was not 
obliterated, though they were 

, fractured and dismembered. 
Stevens, who was about 4) years old, lived 
Cabokia. He had several children and a 
wife, who wasin St. Louis visiting friends. 
Coroner Woods was notified and will hold an 
inquest on the bodies to-day. 

Yesterday’s accident recalls the terrible 
namite which occured near 
Cabokia the Sth ult. Five thousand pounds 
of the explosive th Camille Droit’s dynamite 
factory, a short distance from Cahokia, ex- 

loded, and the concussion caused the inha d- 
tants of the village to rush half-ciad from 
thelr homes into the street, thinking an 
earthquake had occurred. This explosion 
demolished the factory, but as it occurred in 
the night, no lives were lost.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—The statement 
so positively made last December that Mr. 
Blaine wasto write a letter absolutely de 
clining to allow the use of is name in con- 
nection with the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency and definitely taking himself 
out of the canvass, has been circulated in a 
little different form very freely within forty- 
eight hours. The December form of the 
story was tothe effect that the letter would 
be made public about the first of the new 
year, and that it would really be a 
New Year’s gift to the President. The pres- 
ent announcement is that Mr. Blaine has at 
length discovered that he 16 so far from be- 
ing a well man that it is utterly impossible 
tor him even to thmk of becoming a candi- 
date as it is certain that he could not under - 
take the duties of the Presidency even though 
be should pull through the campaign ano be 
elected by the people. There are at least two 
gentlemen who assert that they know that 
this letter of declination has been already 
prepared. The statements of both of 


these gentlemen agree in s0 far 
as that the letter is addressed to 
Mr. James S. Clarkson; their statements also 
agree in the fact that the letter had not been 
sent to Mr. Clarkson up to lastnight. One 
authority is pretty sure that the letter will 
be given to the public within four or five 
days. The other statement does not put the 
letter’s appearance in print at so early a 
period by atleasta week. If the latter story 
be the true one the people in general ought 
to know all about it by the middle of the 
month.

‘*While it is hard to believe that Blaine has 
written such a letter, yet Lam bound to con- 
fees that there are some circumstances which 
would indicate that he is losing his will 
power.

Woodson of St. Joshph and John 
O’Day of Springfleld. The St. Louis district 
delegates were: Given Campbell and Frank 
Harris from the First, Charlies W. Francis 
and Joseph Pulitzer from the  Sec- 
ond, Daniel Kerwin and John Carroll 
from the Third. In 188 John O'Day, 
Morrison Munford, David R. Francis and 
Charles H. Mansur were the delegates-at- 
large, and Henry F. Harrington, ‘Edward A. 
Noonan, David Caruth, Charlies C. Mamt and 
Jasper N. Burks the st. Louis districts’ dele- 
gates. In 1888, the delegates at large were 
John O'Day, David W. Caruth, Edward L. 
Martin, Kansas City, and Nat. C. Dryden. The 
St. Louis districts were represented by Pat- 
rick O'Malley, John B. O'Meara, Chas. W. 
Knapp, George’ W. Alien, Jasper N. 
Burks and Ira C. Terry. In 1884

MR. CATLIN’S $300,000 DEAL. 

Mr. Daniel Catlin has purchased the south- 
east corner of Washington avenue and Eighth 
street, where the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry 
Goods Co. is located, for $300,000 This is the 
transaction which the real estate firm of S. J. 
Fisher & Co. were negotiating, reference to 
which was made in last evening’s PosrT-Dis- 
PATCH. This sale gives this agency the dis- 
tinction of closing the largest sale of the year, 
so far. The property was owned by Messrs. 
IL. le, We V. H. H. Culver, who made the 
improvements about eleven years ago. To 
provide their tenants with more room the 
Culver Bros., about fiveyears ago added two 
more stories tothe original structure. This 
brought the total cost of the improvements 
up to $216,000, the gross rental from the 
premises being $24,000, a little over $18.000a 
— net, according to Mr. Fisher’s calcula- 
tion.

Mrs, Amy Hamlink-Schneider’s Wounds 
Prove Fatal. 


A SENSATIONAL SEQUEL TO THE WASH« 


INGTON, D. d, TRAGEDY. 


Howard Schneiders Attentions to a Vir 
ginia Belle—Bearing of This Love A 
fair on the Bloody Tragedy at thd 
National Capital—The Brutal Murder 
or’s Remorse. | 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.~Amy Hamilink- 
Schneider, wife of Howard schneider, dieq 
this afternoon after nearly a week’s intense 
suffering. Last Sunday night while on her 
way to church with her brother, she wag 
shot by her husband, from whom she had 
separated. Yotng Hamlink was instantly 
killed, but Mrs. Schneider, with three bullet 
wounds in the abdomen, Ifved almost a week. 
Her case is one of the most remarkable on 
record, manifesting a degree of vitality very 
remarkable. Her death presented unusual 
features. In her last hours she had intervals 
of consciousness and her mind remained 
clear and unclouded almost to the last. She 
was thought to be dying early this morning. 
Her body became cold and she was uncon- 
scious. She, however, rallied, appeared to 
be stronger, and conversed freely with those 
about her bedside. She realized that she was 
dying. and as the members of the family 
gathered about her bedside she repeated the 
Lord's prayer. Then she sang several verses 
of her favorite hymns, Rock of Ages and 
Nearer, My God, to Thee, sustaining the 
tune with a power that seemed wonderful to 
those who listened. The strength which had 
sustained her gradually faded away. 
She relapsed ifto an unconscious condition 
and thus passed away. During the moments 
of consciousness to-day, Mrs. Schneider fre- 
quently spoke of her husband and said that 
while she freely forgave him for shooting 
her, she could not forgive him for shooting 
her brother. Schneider, whois in jail, when 
informed of his wife’s death, gave way to 
tears, for the first time since Rls arrest, 
showing any emotion. 

A LEAF FROM HIS HISTORY. 

An incident in Schneider’s career came to 
light to-day, which may have some bearing 
on the tragedy of last Sunday. Several weeks 
ago a young lady from Culpepper, Va., came 
to Washington to spend a part of the winter 
with her sister, who is the wife of a prominent 
business man.

INGERSOLL CLOSES. 


The Controversy With His Clerical 
Critics Brought to an End. 


COL. INGERSOLL I8§UES A REJOINDER OF 
GREAT POWER AND SKILL 


He Answers His Critics Seriatim—Some 
Nuts for Olerios to Crack-—He Main- 
tains & Courteous Manner and Does 
Not Indulge in Ridicule or Blasphemy— 
Tells What Christianity Is. 


New YorK, Feb. 6,—The controversy be- 
tween Col. Ingersoll and nis clerical critics is 
closed. The great agnostic’’ delivers a 
final broadside, answering each  seriatim. 
le makes his points, but the nature of the 
effort forbids much logical continuity. For- 
mally the essay is captious and is pronounced 
by many rambling and diffused. Neverthe- 
less itis perhaps as strong a presentation of 
hiscase as under the circumstances he could 
have been expected to make. The best por- 
tions of the argument, which appears in the 
Evening Telegram, are as follows: 

The Rev. Dr. De Costa, drawing a distinc- 
tion between Christianity and Churchanity, 
makes the familiar assertion that, by its 
fruits we may know Christianity. Now, if 
by Christianity he means Kindness, candor, 
the spirit of investigation, observation, 
reason—in other words, if he aggregates 
what are called the yirtues and calls 
them ‘‘Christianity,’’ then there need be 
no dispute. Butisthistrue? Every religion 
teaches a code of morals, plus something 
else, and & is this something else’’ that de- 
termines what each religion ls. 

Buddhism isa code of morals plus a belief 
in the transmigration of souls. So Christian- 
ity is a code of morals plus that the God of 
the Old Testament is the Creator of the uni- 
verse: that the Christ of the New Testament 

same God, and that by his 

an atonement was made for 
all who belleve in him in a certain way, 
plus certain ceremonies and superstitions. 
Noone ojects tothe morality of Christian- 
ity. It cannot betruthfully saidthat the 
man who attacks Buddhism attacks all mor- 
ality. He does not attack goodness, justice, 
mercy, or anything that tends in his judg- 
ment tothe welfare of mankind; but he at- 
tacks Buddhism. So one who attacks what is 
called Christianity does not attack kindness, 
charity orany virtue, He attacks something 
that has been added tothe virtues. He does 
not attack the fower, but what he belleves to 
be the parasite, if people, when 
they speak of Christianity, include 
the virtues common to all religions they 
should not give Christianity credit for all the 
good that has been done. There were mil- 
lions of virtuous men and women, millions of 
heroic and self-denying souls before Christl- 
anity was known. 

I cannot agree with the reverend gentle- 
man when he says that Christianity has 
taught mankind the priceless value and dig- 
nity of human nature. On the other hand, 
Christianity has taught that the whole hu- 
man race is by nature depraved, and that if 
God should act in accordance with his sense 
of justice, allof the sons of men would be 
doomed to eternal pain. 

Human nature has been held up to con 
tempt and scorn, all our desires and passions 
denounced as wicked and filthy. Dr. De 
Costa asserts that Christianity has taught 
mankind to value freeaom. It certainly has 
not been the advocate of fiee thought; and 
what is freedom worth if the mind is to be 
enslaved? Dr. De Costa knows that millions 
have been sacrificed in their efforts to be 
free; that is, millions have been sacrificed 
for exercising their freedom as against the 
church. 

It is not true that the church has taught 
and established the fact of human brother 
hood. This has been the result of a civiliza- 
tion to which Christianity itself has been 
hostile. Can we prove that ‘‘the church 
established human brotherhood?’’ by banish- 
ing the Jews frm Spain? by driving out the 
Moors? by the torture of the Inquisition? by 
butchering the Covenanters of Scotland? by 
the burning of Bruno and Servetus? by the 
versecution of the Irish? by whipping and 
anging Quakers in New England? by the 
Slave trade? and by the hundreds of wars 
waged in the name of Christ? We all know 
thatthe Bible upholds slavery in its very 
worst and most cruel form; and how it can be 
said that a religion founded upon a Bible 
thatupholds the institution of slavery, has 
taught and established the fact of human 
brotherhood, is beyond my imagination to 
concelve, 

Neither do I think it true that ‘‘we are in 
debted to Christianity for the advancement 


- science, art, philosophy, letters and learn- 
K. 

The church was not the friend of science or 

learning when it burned Vanini for writing 
his ‘*Decalogues Concerning Nature.’’ What 
shall we say of the Index Expurgatorius?’’ 
For hundreds of years all books of any partic- 
ular value were placed on the Index, and 
good Catholics forbidden to read them. Was 
this in favor of sclence and learning? That 
we are indebted to Christianity for the ad- 
vancement of science seems absurd. What 
sclence? Christianity was certainly the en- 
emy of astronomy, and I believethat it was 
Mr. Draper who gaid that astronomy 
took her revenge, so that not a star 
that glitters in all the heavens bears a Chris- 
tlan name. Oertainly Christianity has done 
little for art. The early Christians destroyed 
filthe marbles of Greece and Rome upon 
Which they could lay their violent hands, and 
nothing has been produced by the Christian 
world equal to the fragments that were acci- 
Centally preserved. here have been many 
artists who were Christians, but they were 
hot artists because they were Christians; be- 
cause there have been many Christians who 
were not artists, It cannot be said that art 
is born of any creed. The mode of ex- 
pression may be determined and probably 
is to a Certain degree, by the belief of the 
artist, but not his artistic perception and 
feeling. So, Gallleo did not make his discov- 
erles because he was a Christian, but in spite 
of it. His Bible was the other way and so 
Was his creed, Oonseguently they could not 
by any possibility have n. Kepler 
zi not discover or announéte what are 
known as the ‘*three laws’’ because he was 
a Christian, but, as 1 said about Galileo, in 
spite of his creed. 
7 Dr. De Costa takes one of the effects of 
a general cause or of a vast 
humbers of causes and makes it the cause 
Not only of other effects, but the genera 
use. He seems to think that all events for 
many centuries, and especially all the good 
ones, were caused 
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observatories in the word wee wane by the 
the generosity of James Lick, an infidel. 
call attention to those two cases simply to 
show that the gentleman is mistaken and 
that he was somewhat carried away by his 
zeal. Neither can it, I think, truthfully be 
said that ‘‘we are indebted to Christianity for 
the continuation of history. The best 
modern historians of whom I have any 
knowledge are Voltaire, Hume, Gibbon, 
Buckle and Draper. Neither can I admit that 

we are indebted to Christianity for natural 
philosophy.’’ I donot deny that some natural 
philosophers have also been Christians, or 
rather that some Christians have been 
natural philosophers to the extent that their 
Christianity permitted. But Lamarcke and 
Humboldt and Darwin and spencer and 
Hoeckel and Huxley and Tyndal have done 
far more for natural philosophy than they 
have for orthodox religion. 

This gentleman —— another mistake, 
and a very common one. This is his ar gu- 
ment: Christian countries are the most in- 
telligent. Theretore they owe that intelli- 
gence to Christianity. Then the next step is 
taken: Christianity, being the best, havin 
produced these results, must have been o 
divine origin. Let us see what this proves. 
There was a time when Egypt was the first 
nation in the world. Could not an Egyptian 
at that time have used the same arguments 
thet Mr. Peters uses now to prove that the 
religion of Egypt was divine? Could he 
not then have said: Egypt 18 
the most intelligent, the most civilized and 
the richest of all natſons? It has been made 
so by its religion. Its religion is, therefore, 
divine.’’ So there was a time when a Hinaoo 
could have made the same argument. Cer- 
tainly this argument could have been made 
by aGreek. It could have been repeated by 
a Roman, and yet Mr. Peters will not admit 
that the religion of Egypt was divine or that 
the mythology of Greece was true, or that 
Jupiter was in fact a God. Countries 
depend on something besides their 
religion for progress. Nations with a 
good soil can get along quite well with an 
exceedingly poor religion and no religion 
re bas been good enough to give wealth or 

appiness to human beings where the climate 
and soll were barren. Religion supports no- 
body. Ithas to be supported. It produces 
no wheat, no corn. It ploughs no land. It 
fells no forests. It is a perpetual fmendicant. 
It lives on the labor of others, andthen has 
— a gance to pretend that it supports the 
giver. 

Mr. Peters makes this exceedingly strange 
Statement: ‘‘Every discovery in science and 
invention and art has been the work of 
Christian men. Infidels have contributed 
their share, but never one of them reached 
the grandeur of originality.’’ This, I think, 
80 far as invention is concerned can be an- 
swered with one name, John Ericcson, one of 
the profoundest agnostics Jever met. I am 
almost certain that Humboldt and Goethe 
were original. Darwin has certainly been 
regarded as such. Neither can I admit that 
Christianity abolished slavery. Many of the 
Abolitionistsin this country were infidels, 
many of them were Christians. But the 
church itself did not stand for liberty. The 
Quakers, I admit were, as a rule, 
on the side of freedom. But tue Christians 
of New England persecuted these Quakers 
whipped them from town to town, lacerated 
their naked backs and maimed their bodies 
not only, but took their lives. Mr. Peters 
asks: ‘What name is there among the 
world’s emancipators after which you can 
not write the name Christian?’ Well, let me 
give him a few: Voltaire, Jefferson, Paine, 
Franklin, Lincoln, Darwin, Mr. Peters asks: 
‘Why is it that in Christian countries you find 
the greatest amount of physical and intel 
lectual HMberty, the greatest freedom of 
thought, speech and action?’ Is this true of 
all? How about Spainana Portugal? There 
is more infidelity in France and Spain and 
there is more liberty in France than in Spain. 
Orthodoxy is dying. dJAberty is growing. 

‘*The Rev. Mr. Haldeman mistakes my posi- 
tion.

Quiet Work by Congressional Managers of 
the Exposition. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—The Congres 
sional managers of the World's Fair project 
are at present resting on their oars, so to 
speak, and are awaiting developments at 
Chicago before proceeding with work here, 
except ina quiet way. There are a number 
of petitions and memorials pertaining to the 
Fair before the Columbian Exposition Com- 
mittee, but it is unlikely thatthey will be 
considered in advance of action on the bill 


to give Government aid to the Fair, which 
is the principal business that will come 
before the committee during this 
session. A regular weekly day of meeting 
was selected atthe time of organization of 
the committee, but in view of the fact that 
there is very little for the committee todo 
untilthe bill which the managers of the Ex- 
position will ask Congress to pass is drafted, 
Chairman Durborow stated at the last meet 
ing that regular sessions would not be hela 
for the present,and the committee adjournrd 
subject to the call of the chairman. The 
committee will not be unnecessarily 
called together, and will probably 
not hold any meetings for some time 
yet. The resolution offered by Mr. Dicker- 
son of Kentucky, calling for an investiga- 
tion by the Judiciary Committe into the 
constitutionality of the World’s Fair project 
and of Government aid to it in the shape of 
appropriations, is viewed with complacency 
by Mr. Durborow and the friends of the Ex- 
position. They say they are entirely satisfied 
to have the Judiciary Committee look 
thoroughly into the constitutional question 
raised, cenfident that the conclusion reached 
will not be adverse, but onthe contrary will 
be favorable to the exposition. The World 
Fair bill, they say, was drafted by three of 
the best lawyers in the West, viz., Mr. St. 
Clair, Edwin Walker and Frederick Winston, 
and will stand the test of legal scrutiny. 
When the Dickerson resolution was offered, 
Mr. Keilly of Pennsylvania, one of the mem 
bers of the, committee, made one suggestion 
that the World's Columbian Exposition Com- 
mittee should have jurisdiction over it in- 
stead of the Judiciary Committee, but 
Mr. Durborow asked Mr.

MORE NEW POINTS ON THE YOUNG 
MAN’S OTHER LOVE AFFAIRS. 


A Second Trial Will Bring Out Still More 
Damaging Evidence—How the Prosecu- 
tion Was Forced by the Revelations of 
the New York “‘World’’—Public Serv- 
ice Rendered by a Newspaper. 


New York, Feb. 6.—Lawyer Jerome is 
confident that a new trial will be granted his 
client, Carlyle Harris. He will make the 
formal motion next Monday, and should it 
be denied will take the case to the Court of 


Appeals. 
Jam certain, says he, that it was not 


proved beyond a reasonable doubt that Helen 
Potts died from morphine poisoning. In this 
belief lam backed up by some ofthe most 
eminent members of the legal profession. 
Another point not provea beyond a reasona- 
ble doubt was that of motive. The case of 
the prosecution was-ably presented froma 
standpoint offact. Everything was made as 
much ofas possible, and for this Assistant 
District Attorney Wellman deserves the 
greatest commendation, But as to 
the rules of law within which the case 
ofthe prosecution should come, Ihave 
thisto say: No living Judge could have 
tried the case as it Was presented by the Dis- 
trict Attorney without having committed 
legal errors. In this respect the trial of Har- 
ris reminds me of the trialof Jacob Sharp. 
It is the general consensus of opinion among 
all the eminent members of the legal profes- 
sion that the verdict cannot stand and that 
when it reaches the Court of Appeals the 
verdict will be reversed and a new trial 


ordered, 

The District Attorney could have pre- 
sented the case, inmy humble opinion, along 
lines of law; that is, could have so presented 
it that the Court would not have almost 
necessarily committed legal errors. As it 
was, errors of a serious nature were com- 


mitted. 
any refiection on the 
learned Recorder. Some of the errors were 
those that no Judge could have avoided 
where the District Attorney was not aiding 
him. 

On the other hand Mr. Howe of Howe & 
Hummel declares that a fatal blunder was 
committed by the defense in not putting Har- 
rison the stand. He was the only person 
who could swear that he did not give poison 
to Helen Potts. Nevertheless Mr. Howe 
thinks that the testimony did not justify the 


verdict. 

Should a new trial be granted, however, 
the history of the case will be much further 
developed and the testimony will be stronger 
against Harris. Helen Neilson Potts, the 
beautiful, dark-haired girl of 19, who died 
one yearago in Mrs, Comstock’s Finishing 
School in West Fortieth street, was not his 
only victim. The admission that he gave 
her laudanum as a newine will be damaging 
to him tn a much N 2 in the Nght 
of fils career, whitch be - ly ven- 
tilated. All the facts look bad and will look 
worse when they are given a new meaning by 
other evidence concerning his character. 
Helen Potts was secretly married to him. 
Her mother pressed for a publication of the 
marriage. Shortly after she died and was 
buried. When rumors of foul play arose her 
body was dug upand morphine was found in 
her system. Then the young man was ar- 
rested the marriage acknowledged, and Har- 
ris admitted that he had administered mor- 

hine as a medicine. These are the main 
acts, and itis dificult to see how they can 
be explained away. 

Nobody knows how many other young girls 
Harris ruined. Three or four are now known, 
and investigation may disclose others. It is 
thought by some that insanity would not be a 
bad plea for his counsel! to make. 

The prisoner as he appeared in court is tall 
and well-formed, and wears an air of refine- 
ment. His face is rather square, with a 
broad forehead. He has a strong jaw and a 
good chin. His mouthis sensual. His lips 
are coarse and thick, A newly grown 
mustache halfcovers them. He hasa good 
nose. His eyes are deep sunken and con- 
cealed by eye-glasses. His forehead is his 
best feature. His dark hairis partedin the 
middle and brushed back smoothly. He 
wears a well-cut sult of black and patent 
leather shoes. The black silk four-in-hand 
tie and the general air of gentility in his 
dress makes him look like a young society 
man in mourning. His face is very white, 
but excitement makes it turn pink. 

He is well connected. A cousin, Eloise Mc- 
Cready, died on Oct. 11, 1889, from the brutal 
treatment ot her husband, William Whaley. 
He forced her to give him a large 1 of her 
fortune of nearly $1,000.000 left her by her 
father, Commodore N. L. McCready, and in 
addition treated her most cruelly. 

N. L. McCready, a brother of Mrs. Whaley 
and also a cousin of Harris,is a member of 
the Country, Union, Tuxedo and Calumet 
Clubs, and recently married Miss Jeanne Bor- 
rowe, well-known in society and a great 
grand-daughter of Elias Boudinot, one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. 
Mrs. Robbins, also well known in society, isa 
sister of the elder Mrs. McCready, Another 
oe is T. F. Sykes, advertising agent for

he conviction of Carlyle Harris was the 
result of newspaper enterprise. The New 
York Wor.Lp presented the evidence on 
which the indictment was found. Helen 
Potts’ death caused grief and surprise rather 
than suspicion among her friends, and she 
was buried without a thought that an awful 
tragedy had occurred. But when the WORLD 
reporters had laid bare these facts of the pri- 
vate and concealed marriage, of the binding 
over of the mother to secrecy, of the habit of 
Harris in palming himself off as asingle man, 
of his assiduous and hopeful addresses to 
another woman with whom union would 
place him at ease in riches for life, the re- 
porters were able to compel an exhumation 
and an examination. of. the remains of the 
victim with startling scientific conse-

By the time what was filppantly called

the criminal authorities were aroused toa 
sense of their neglect of duty. verdict of 
death by poison was rendered by the Coro- 
ner’s jury. An indictment of murder in the 
first degree was presented against Carlyle 
W. Harris. Over nine months intervened 
between his indictment and the trial, which 
has just ended in a conviction.

The circumstances surrounding the purchase 
and administration of the morphine were 
minutely set forth. 

The events that preceded the accomplish- 
ment ofthe murder and those immediately 
following came next.

Nextcamethe publication 
of Harris’ own statement forced from him by 
his victim’s mother, but far more useful than 
anything else in impressing upon the au- 
thorities the necessity for action were the 
statements of the dead girl’s mother in an 
affidavit and letters which came into posses- 
sion of the editor of the WoRLD. 

The child was inthe way. She must be got 
rid of. These were facts beyond peradven- 
ture, and the WORLD aGffered them tothe 
District Attorney with its compliments. 

The work of the WoRLD did was simply to 
put in their orderthe facts that it had col- 
lected. Noaccusation was made against the 
man, but his guilt was pointed out in facts, 
and the duty of the authorities made clear 
and unavoidable. 

In the eyes of justice but one thing could 
possibly have aggravated such a crime as 
that of which Harris is convicted, the mur- 
derer’s escape.

their smuggling operations, either as mer- 
chandise or means of transportation.

You 
Degin to understand the common plan of the 
delightful tiny shops, with matted floor 
raised high above the street level—and the 
neral perpendicular arrangement of sign 
ettering—undulating on silk or colored cot- 
ton, Or gleaning motionless on gilded and 
lacquered sign boards. And you will also ob- 
serve that bDlue—the same rich dark blue 
which dominates in popular costumes—rules 
also inthe color of shop draperies, although 
there is a thin sprinkling of black and 
white, and brighter blue and Wine 
color also (no greens or yellows). You 
must note that the frocks and robes 
ofthe passing people not only harmonize 
marvelously with these draperies, but are 
likewise, to some extent, lettered with the 
same lettering. No arabesques ever invented 
could produce so exquisite aneffect. These 
ideographs, as modified for decorative pur- 
poses, havea grace and speaking symmetry 
of lines which no design without a positive 
meaning could ever give.

War! In France, tomen of my generation, 

men who have passed thelf fiftieth year, this 
terrible‘-word awakens three especial memo- 
ries, the memory of the Crimean expedition, 
of the campaign in Italy, and our disasters in 
1870. What victories, what defeats and 
what a lesson! 

Assuredly war is accursed. Itis a horrible 
thing that nations should cut each other’s 
throats. Accordingto our progressive hu- 
manitarian ideas war must disappear on the 
day when nations come to exchange a kiss of 
peace. There are exalted minds which, be- 
yond their native country, behold humanity, 
and prophecy universal concord. But now 
these theories fall to pieces on the day when 
tne country is threatened. The philosophers 
themselves snatch a gun and shoot. All 
declarations of fraternity are over;and only 

cry for extermination rises from the breast 
of the whole nation. For war is a dark neces- 
sify, like death. It may be that we must 
have something of a dung heap to keep civil. 
ization in flower. It is necessary that death 
should affirm life; and war is like those 
cataclysms of the antedilurian world which 
prepared the world of man. 

We have grown tender; we make moan over 
every existence that passes away. And yet, 
do we know how many existences, more or 
less, are needed to equalise the life of the 
earth? We yield to the ideathat an existence 
is sacred. Perhaps the fatalism of the 
ancients, which could behold the massacres 
of old without leapingto a Utopia of uni- 
versal brotherhood, hada truer greatness. 
To keep ourselves manly, to accept the dark 
work wrought vy death in that night wherein 
none of us can read, to tell ourselves that 
after all people dis, and that there are 
merely hours in which they die more—this, 
wen all is said, isthe wise man’s attitude. 
Those who are angry with war would be 
angry with all human infirmities. The soft 
hearted phflosophers who have been loudest 
in their curses of war have been obliged to 
perceive that war will be the weapon of 
progress until the day when, ideal 
Civilization being attained, all nations join 
in the festival of universal peace. But that 
ideal civilization lies so remote in the blue 
future that there will assuredly be fighting 
for centuries yet. It is the fashionable thing 
just now to consider war as an old remnant 
of barbarism from which the Republic will 
one day set us free. To declaim against war 
is one way of setting up asa progressive 
person. But let a ginglecry of alarm arise 
upon the frontier, let a trumpet sound in the 
street, and we shall all be shouting for arms. 


War is in the blood of man. 

Victor Hugo wrote that only Kings desired 
war, thatnations desired only to exchange 
marks of affection. Alas! that was but a 
poetic aspiration. The poet bas been the 
high priest of that dream-peace of which I 
spoke; he celebrated the United States of 
Europe, he put forward the brotherhoods of 
nations and pro phecſed the new golden age. 
Nothing could be sweeter or larger. But to 
be brothers is a trifle; the first thing is to love 
one another, and the nations do not love one 
another at all. A falsehood is bad, merely in 
that it isa falsehood. Undoubtedly a sover- 
eign when he sees himself in danger may try 
the fortune of war against a neighbor in the 
hope of consolidating his throne dy victory. 
But after the first victory or the first defeat 
the nation makes the war its own'‘ 
and fights for self. If it were not 
fightiug for itself it would not go on fighting. 
And what shall we * 4 of really national 
wars? Let us suppose that France and Ger- 
many some day again find themselves face to 
face. Republic, empire or Kingdom, the gov- 
ernment will count for nothing; it will be the 
whole nation which will rise. A great thrill 
will run from end to end of the land. The 
bugles will sound of themselves to call the 
peoples together. There has been war, 
germinating in our midst, in spite of our- 
seives, these twenty years, and it ever the 
hour strikes, it will rise, an overflowing har- 
vest, in every furrow. 

Three times in my life, Iregret, I have felt 
the passage of war over France; and never 
shall 1 forget the particular sound made by 
her wings. First ot all comes a far off mur- 
mur, heralding the approach of a great 
wind. The murmur grows, the tumult 
bursts,every heart beats,a dizzy enthusiasm, 
a need of Killingand conquering takes hold 
ofthe nation. Then, when the men are gone 
and the noise has sunk, an anxious silence 
reigns and every ear is On the stretch for the 
firstcry from the army. Will it be a cry of 
triumph orof defeat? It is a terrible mo- 
ment. Contradictory news comes; every 
tiniest indication is seized, every word is 
pondered and discussed until the hour when 
the truth is known. And what an hour that 
is, of delirious joy or horrible despair!

I was (at the time of the Crimean war. I 
was a pupil in the College of Aix, shut up 
with twoor three hundred other urchins in 
an old Benedietine convent whose long cor- 


ridors and vast halls retained a great dreari- 
ness. But the two courts were cheerful 
under the spreading blue immensity of that 
xlorious Southern sky. It is a tender memory 
that 1 Keep of that college in spite of the 
sufferings that I endured there, 

I was 14 then; I was no longer a small boy, 
and yet I feel to-day how complete was the 
ignorance of the world in which we were 
living. In that forgotten corner even the 
echo of great events hardly reached us, The 
town, asad, old, dead capital, slumbered in 
the midst of its arid landscape; and the 
colleges, close to the ramparts, In the de- 
serted querer ofthe town, slumbered even 
more deeply. I do not remember any 
political catastrophe ever passing its walls, 
while I was cloistered there. The Crimean 
War, alone, moved us, and even of that it is 
probable that weeks elapsed before the fame 
of it reached us. 

When I recall my memories of that time I 
smileto think what war was to us country 
school boys. In the first place, everything 
was extremely vague, The theater of the 
struggle was so distant, so lost in a strange 
and savage country, that we seemed to be 
looking on at a story come true, out of the 
**Arabian Nights.’’? We did not Clearly know 
where the fighting was, and I do not remem. 
ber that we had at any time 
curlosity enough to consult the atlases 
in our hands. It must said 
that our teachers kept us in absolute ignor- 
ance of modern life. They themselves read 
the papers and learned the news; but they 
never opened their mouths to us about such 
things, and if we had questioned them they 
would have dismissed us sternly to our ex- 
ercises andessays. We knew nothing pre- 
cise, except that France was fighting 2 the 
East, for reasons not within our ken. 

Certain points, however, stood out clear. 
We repeated the elastic jokes about the Cos- 
sacks. Weknew the names Of two or three 
Russian Generals, and we were not far from 
attributing to these Generals the heads of 
child-devouring monsters. Moreover we did 
not for one moment admit the possibility that 
the French would be beaten. That wouid 
bave appeared to us contrary to the laws of 
nature. Then there were gaps. As the cam- 
Paign was prolonged we would t for 
months at a time that there was any Oghting 
until some day some re came to arouse 
our attention again, I cannot tell whether 
we Knew of the battles as ney at ppened or 
whether we felt the s which the fall of 
Sevastopol gave to France. All these th 
are contus Virgil and Homer were reali- 
ties Which caused us more concern than the 
contemporary

The memory of these twins is cl : 
volved for me in the memory ot that time. 
Towards the spring I became a day-boarder 
and no longer slept at the college, t came 
in the morning for the 7 o’clock lessons. 
The two brothers also were day- . 
The three of us were inseparable. As we 
lived in the same street we usedto wait and 
go in to college together. Louis, who was 
very precocious and dreamed of adventures, 
educated us. Wea d to leave home at 6 
so as as to havea whole hour of freedom in 
which we would be men. For us to be 
men’’ meant to smoke cigars and to go and 
have drinks at a shabby wine shop which 
Louls had discovered in an out-of-the-way 
street. Thecigarsand the drinks made us 
frightfully u; bat then what an emotion it 
was to step into the wine shop, casting 
giances to right and left and in terror of be- 
ing observed. 

These fine doings occurred towards the 
close of the winter. Iremember there were 
mornings when the rain fell in torrents. We 
waded through and arrived drenched. 
After that the mornings became mild and 
fair, andthen a mania took hold of us—that 
of going to see off the soldiers. Aix is on the 
road to Marsellles. Regiments came into the 
town bythe road from Avignon, slept one 
night, and started off on the morrow by the 
road to Marseilles. At that time fresh 
troops, especially cavalry and artillery; were 
being sent to the Crimea. Not a week 
elapsed without troops passing. A local 

aper even announced these movements be- 
oreband forthe benefit of the inhabitants 
with whom the men lodged: Only we did not 
read the paper, and we were much concerned 
toknow overnight whether there would be 
soldiers leaving inthe morning. As the de- 
parture occurred at 5in the morning we were 
obliged to get up very early—often to no pur- 


pose. 

What a happy time it was! Louis and 
Julien would come and call me from the mid- 
dle of the street where not a person was yet 
to be seen. I hurriea down. It would be 
chilly notwithstanding the springtime and 
mildness of the days, and we three would 
cross the empty tovn. Whena regiment was 
leaving the soldiers would be assembling on 
the cours, before a hotel where the Colonel 

enerally stayed. Therefore, the moment 

hat we turned into the cours our necks 
were stretched out eagerly. If the cours was 
empty, what a blow and it was often empty. 
On those mornings,though we did not say so, 
we regretted our beds and cooled our heels 
till 7 o’clock, not knowing what to do with 
our freedgm. But then, what joy it was when 
we turned the street and saw the cours full of 
men and horses. An amazing commotion 
arose in the slight morning chill. Soldiers 
came in from every direction, while the 
drums beat ahd the bugles called. The offi- 
cers had great difficulty in forming their 
companies on this esplanade, However, 
order was established little by little, the 
ranks closed up, while we talked to the men 
and slipped under the horses’ legs at the risk 
of being crushed. Nor were we the only 
people to enjoy the scene. Small proprietors 
appeared one by one, early town folks and 
ailthat partofthe population which rises 
betimes. Soon there were crowds. The sun 
rose. The gold and steel of the uniforms 
shone in the clear morning light. 

We thus beheld, upon the course of that 
still drowsy town, dragoons, cavalry chas- 
seurs, lancers, and in fact all branches of 
lightand heavy cavalry. But our favorites, 
those who aroused our keenest enthusiasm, 
were the culrassieurs. They dazzled us as 
they satsquare on their stout horses, with 
the glowing star of thetr breast plates before 
them. Their helmets took fire in the rising 
sun; their ranks were like rows of suns whose 
rays shone onthe neighboring houses. When 
we Knew that there were culrassieurs going 
we gotupat 4, so eager were we to fill our 
eyes with their glories. 

At last, however, the Colonel would appear. 
The colors which had passed the night with 
him were displayed. Andall at once, after 
two or three words of command cried aloud, 
the regiment gave way. It went down the 
course, and with the first fall of the hoofs on 
the dry earth rose a beat of drums which 
mades our hearts leap within us. We ran to 
keep ahead of the column abreast of the band 
which was greeting the town as it went ata 
double. First there came three shrill bugie 
notes as a summons to the players, then the 
trumpet call broke out and covered every- 
thing with its sounds. Outside the gates the 
**double’’ was ended in the open, where the 
last notes died away. Then there was a turn 
to the left along the Marseilles road, a fine 
road planted with elms hundreds of years 
old. The borses were at foot pace in rather 
open order on the wide highway white with 
dust. We felt as if we were goingto. The 
town was remote, colleges were for otten; 
we ran and ran, delighted with our outbreak. 
It wee like setting out to war ourselves every 
week. 

Ah, these lovely mornings! It was 6 o’clock, 
the sun already lighted the country with 
great sloping rays. A milder warmth 
breathed through the little chill breeze of 
morning. Groups of birds flew up from the 
hedges. Far off the meadows were bathed in 
pink mist, and amid the smiling landscape 
these bedutiful soldiers, the culrasgieurs shin- 
ing like stars, passed with their glowing 
breasts. The road turned suddenly at the dip 
ota deep valley. The curious townfolk never 
went farther; soon we were the only ones 
persisting. We went down the slope and 
reached the bridge crossing the river at the 
very bottom. It was only there that uneasi- 
ness would fall on us. It must be nearly 7; 
we had only just then torun home if we aid 
not wish to miss college. Often we suf 
fered ourselves to be carried away; 
we pushed on farther still and on these days 
we played truant, 4 about till noon 
hiding ourselves in grassy holes at the edge 
of the waterfall. At other times we stopped 
at the bridge, sitting on the stone parapet 
and never losing sight of the regiment as it 
went up the opposité slope of the valley be- 
fore us. It was a moving spectacle, The 
road went up the hillside ina straight line 
for rather more than a mile: The horses 
slackened their pace yet more, the men 
grew smaller with the rhythmic swayings of 
their steeds. At first each breastplate and 
each helmet was likeasun. Then the suns 
dwindled and soon there was only an army of 
Starson the march. Finaliy, the last man 
disappeared and the road was bare. Nothin 
was left of the beautiful regiment that had 
passed by, except a memory. 

We were only children, but all the same 
that spectacle made us grave. As the regl- 
ment siowly mounted the steep, we would be 
taken by a great silence, our eyes fixed upon 
the troop, in despair at the thought 
of losing it, and when it 
bad disappeared something rose in our 
throats, and fora moment or two we stiil 
watched the distant rock behind which it 
just vanished. Would it ever come back? 
Would it, some day, come down this hillside 
again? These questions, stirring sadly within 
Ure epee us sad. Good-bye, beautiful regi- 

Julien, in rticular, alwayscame home 
—s tired. He only came so far in order not 
to leave his brother. These excursions 
Knocked him up and he had a mortal terror 
of the horses. I remember that one day we 
had lingered in the train of an art ry 
regiment and ¢pent the day inthe open fields. 
Louis was wild with enthusiasm. When wv 
breakfasted on an omelette in a village, he 
took us toa bend of the river, where fe was 
set upon takinga bath. Then he talked of 
going for a soldieras soon as he was old 
ener, * cried Julien 

Neo, no! ulien, fin his arms 
round bis neck. He was “Ty pale. His 
brother ga and ca him a 
he repeated: ‘‘You 
would.“ 
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by sana regret in life is that I did not emu- 
late the ‘‘chiei’’ in Burns’ ‘poem, wae 
notes with the view of printing them, If 
had done so I would now have on hand sev- 
eral volumes of interesting and, in some in- 
stances, historical incidents, which my career 
as afprima donna made me a participator 
in. Asitis, I carry in my memory enough to 
write a book with a good-sized appendix; but 
many a don mot and many a gay repartee ut- 
tered by some distinguished poet, statesman, 
duke, lord, artist, or general has been 
dropped into a sea of forgetfulness from 
which no delightful Boswell can ever bring 


them to the surface again. 

Befhg the first American prima donna to 
secure attention,both here and abroad ,natu- 
rally I had many noted people to call on me, 
and at receptions in the different cities many 
men and women of letters were presented to 
me. My friends and acquaintances num- 
bered many who will live in history. Some 
of them are still alive and doing noble work 
in their respective vocations. , 

MEETING FAMOUS LITERARY PEOPLE. 

Among the most delightful receptions 
where the elite of society and the most 
famous in the literary world assembled were 
those given by Mrs. James T. Field of Bos- 
ton. such men as Emerson, Longfellow, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and Lowell were 
often present and on one occasion I met 
there Anthony Trollope, the English novel- 
ist, whose works were then more or less in 
vogue. The discussion, I remember, was 
about the recompense of authors. Trollope 
said he had reduced his literary efforts to a 
matter-of fact basis, and wrote so many 
words to a page and so Many pages to a 
chapter. He refrained from using the word 
money—the English shrink from the word 
money—but managed to convey to his 
hearers the fact that a considerable consid- 
eration was the main incentive for his lit - 
erary labor. I do not recall any brilliant re- 
mark made by him. Nathaniel Hawthorne 
was such a retiring, shy man, I did not moet 
him, although he came to Mrs. Field’s for 
that purpose. Many people were in the 
drawing-rooms, expecting tosee the author 
of the ‘‘Scarlet Letter’’ every minute. He 
was upstairs, but could not summon suf- 
ficient courage to come down and mingle 
with those who had only words of praise for 


him. N 
A RECOLLECTION OF LONGFELLOW. 

But Longfellow and I were good friends, and 
I saw him manytimes. He was never very 
gay, never effusive, leaving those attributes 
to his talkative brother-in-law, Tom Apple- 
ton, who was often withthe poet. When 1 
was singingin London, in 1874, Longfellow and 
Tom Appleton visited me behind the scenes 
between the acts. My mother was with me, 
and both were invited to my dressing room. 
In the London theatres there are women, gen- 
érally advanced in years, whoassist the prima 
dona or actress to dress. They do not exist 
in our American theatres. Of course I hada 
maid, but the woman, Perkins was her name, 
was about, and saw Longfellow. After they 
had gone I asked Perkins if she Knew that the 
tall, gray-haired man was America’s greatest 
poet. Instantly she straightened herself up 
and said: ‘‘Why,is he the et who wrote 
‘Tell me not in mournful numbers’?’’ „ 

Others whom met at Mrs. Field’s were 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, Julia Ward Howe, 
and Gail Hamilton, the latter just budding 
into literary prominence. These noted 
women have all attained more or less emin- 
ence, Dut not more than they deserve. I 
must not forget dear Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
whose genialface and charming oe 
of manner were only equalled by his m- 
teresting conversation. Nearly all the men 
mentioned heard me sing, butlam forced to 
confess that, asa rule, poets and philoso- 
phers are not music-wise. They are like the 
majority of mortals, wholove music merely 
for the sake of the cencord of sweet sounds. 
Beyond this they had no spectal interest or 
taste in music, but they did take a decided 
interest in the first American prima donna, 
and that is why 1 am enabled to enjoy 
pleasant excursions into the reminiscent 
Past. 

GLIMPSES OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

When I first saw President Abraham Lin- 
coln little did I dream that I would soon meet 
two distinguished generals who gained famed 
under his administration. My girlish fancy 
had 2 a president as being somewhat 
kinglike, or at least the ‘‘glass of fashion 
and the mould of form. It was soon after 
his first inauguration, and on the occasion of 
his visit to New York. He attended a per- 
formance at the old Academy of Music, and 
when the people cheered him I sawa tall, 
Pas and very awkward man slow- 
y getup and bow. His hands were encased 
in white gloves, and they hung as use 
less appendages by his sides, ‘‘Can he 
be the President of the United States?“ I 
thought. What a disillusion! I knew after- 
ward that beneath his awkward exterior was 
the lant 1 ofa great and goon man. 
At that time I had not sung in public, and 
was aspectator. Afterward I met him in 
Washington, but he was too much engrossed 
—— the war to show any enthusiasm for 
music. 

GEN. SHERMAN’S FAVORITE SONG. 

Gen. W. T. Sherman was more enthusiastic 
over music than any of the big generals I 
knew. I remember meeting him and Gen. 
Grant in Chicago about the middle of the 
war, and the latter’s band was so swollen 
from too much shaking that he apologized to 
me for not offering it. Gen. Sherman de 
came . a friend of mine, and often came 
behind the scenes to visit mother and me. 
Gen. Grant never showed any appreciation 
whatever for operatic music. I Was iu the 
audience one day in Chicago and Gen. Grant 
was present. e evinced no emotion what- 
ever during the singing of the 
opera but sat stolidly and uncon- 
cerned untl the end. Nearly every one asks 
me if Gen. Sherman’s fav 
Marching Through Geor 
compelled to answer in the negative. 
ears had been flattered by the popular tune

At the head of a little sheafof excellent 
stories, all written in collaboration (‘‘With 
my Friends—Longmans’’), Mr. Brander Mat- 
thews places an introductory essay on ‘‘The 
Art and Mystery of Collaboration. It is a 
subject on which a great deal has been writ- 
ten of late years, especially by those who 
know nothing about it and have never at- 
tempted i. The temptation to write on any 
literary subject, whether one knows anything 
about it or not, is always too great to be re- 
sisted even by the youngest and most. igno- 
rant among us; whether it is on publishing 
a subject singularly attractive to those who 
know nothing about it; whether itis the de- 
cay of art—a subject almost as attractive and 
more popular—or whether it is collaboration, 
the occasion is eagerly seized as soon as it 
offers and the article is duly produced. 

Literary collaboration is no new thing. In 
the Elizabethan drama nearly all the 
dramatists worked in partnership, more or 
less; in France, Racine, Corneille, Moliere, 
Quinault, Rotron, all worked together; in 
Spain, Lope da Vega, Cervantes, Calderon, 
had partners. At the present day the 
French stagé is full of dramatic partnerships, 
while, toa less degree, partnership is found 
in our own theater, as when Loults Stevenson 
and W. E. Henley have collaboratea, In fle- 
tion we find Charles Dickens, Wilkie Collins, 
Charles Reade, Erckmann Chatrain, Dumas, 
Rider Haggard, Andrew Lang, Rudyard Kip- 
ling and, lastly, Brander Matthews himself, 
with his goodly company. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR COLLABORATION. 

Of all kinds of collaboration that in the 
making of plays seems to have been most 
successful. A consideration of this fact and 
its reasons leads one a long way towards ar- 
riving at the true principle of collaboration. 
The fact has been stated before, but not, I 
believe, the cause. It is, in the words of Mr. 
Brander Matthews, ‘‘because a play calls 
primarily for forethought, ingenuity, con- 
struction, and compression, in the attain- 
ment of which twoheads are better than 
one. Now, there is so much that the sister 
arts of the drama and fiction have in com- 
mon that we may consider how these re- 
quirement are affected when the two heads 
are engaged upona novel instead of a play. 
For instance, the dramatic faculty is essen- 
tial toa novelist. Even when Thackeray, 
as in Vanity Fair, is working without any 
apparent study of situation, it is the art 
which conceals art, because he is working all 
the time towards the situation. In his earlier 
and shorter works he is full of dramatic ef- 
fects. Again, in both arts there is the neces- 
sity of arresting at the outset, or very soon, 
the reader’s attention; the necessity of 
always keeping the main theme before the 
reader; the necessity of keeping the charac- 
ters clearly and distinctly drawn. He who 
attempts the art of fiction should always 
bear in mind that what is wanted fora play 
is also wanted fora novel. Behind the writ- 
ing, however epigrammatic, attractive and 
pleasing it may be, there must be the 
fable, with the characters which play it; 
there must be construction, selection and 
grouping. All these requirements should be 
provided and arranged in play or story be- 
fore the writing begins, and with story as 
with play it may be that two heads will 
prove better than one. Mr. Brander 
Matthews maintains that collaboration in 
plays has actually produced better work 
from two together than from either separate- 
ly. I do not think that this dan be said of 
novels, though in the case of Erckmann and 
Chatrian there is no separate work of either 
which can be compared with the combined 
work of both. 

Mr. Matthews says: ‘‘It has been objected 
that in books prepared in partnership, the 
writing is hard and arid, as thuugh each 
writer were working on a foreign suggestion, 
and lacking the freedom with which a man 
may treat his own invention.’’ I wish the 
writer had added to these words a reference 
to the objector and tothe books which the 
latter had in mind. Certain I am that to no 
case of real partnership which I can recall 
can such an objection be raised, or admitted. 
Certainly not that of Erckmann Chatrian; 
nortothose brief partnerships which have 
produced the half-dozen charming stories in 
the volumes before me. Where the writing 
suggests foreign suggestion the partnership 
has been a failure. 

A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Let me illustrate this point by a personal ex- 
perience. In the autumn of 1889 I was re- 
quested by Wilkie Collins, then in his last ill 
ness, to complete his novel called ‘‘Blind 
Love. Iwas in Yorkshire and could not 
talk over the work with himand he was him- 
self too ill for the mental effort of discussion. 
He, therefore, sent me proofs of the part 
already completed and the summary of the 
rest. Understand, therefore, that I was 
only in part collaborator, because the story 
was completed in notes, construction, char- 
acter and even fragments of dialogue, with- 
out any assistance of mine. My chief duty, 
therefore, was, if possible, tocarry on the 
story to the end without any obvious break 
in the style. Now, had I indicated the exact 
place where one hand ended and tiie 
other began, there 
chance—too good to be lost—for 
the sagacious critic to point out the de- 
plorable effect produced by the difference In 
style—he could not have resisted the tempta- 
tion; therefore, in the preface I was careful 
to avoid any indication of the spot where this 
deplorable break, or this junctura collida, 
occurred, andlonly observed that doubtiess 
the sagacious critic would find out the place 
for himself. No critic accepted the invita- 
tion, noone even attempted to discover the 
place. One, a lady, pointed out to me, Pri- 
vately, certain small indications of my han- 
diwork, but she could not discover the place 
where Wilkie Collins ended. This, then, was 
acase,I submit, inwhichthe manner an 
method of collaboration were known, an 


et the writing did not suggest—at all events 
mmediately so as to offend the reader 
another hand. 
COLLABORATION HAS ITS LIMITATIONS. 

Collaboration, however, has limitations. 
One of these is strongly insisted upon by Mr. 
Matthews. He says: it fails to satisfy

There is nothing in Barrie’s work that could 
be written in collaboration, because this 
writer is first and al sa portrait painter 
or—he draws a character. Neither in the 
study of the wanderings and development of 
the individual soul, nor in the painting of 
character, nor in the work of pure and lofty 
nation, is collaboration possible. But 
in the telling of astory it may be not only 
possible but useful, and the mother of better 
work than either would do separately. 
DIVISION OF THE WORK. 

Let us consider, next, the writing. Mr. 
Brander Matthews, impressed with the con- 
viction that the story is everything, says that 
it matters little who writes the book. He as- 
sumes that both partners are equal in attrac- 
tion and charm of style as in other respects. 
Let us accept that assumption. Let us be- 
lieve that no writer would collaborate with 
any one not his own equal in power an 
charm ofstyle. Evenon this assumption 
cannot agree with him, I think that in every 
kind of partnership,and especially in literary 
partnerships, one of the two must be in 
authority; one of the two must have the final 
word; one must 
permitted touches, 

t may happen, and it should 
Happen, that two minds accustomed to work 
together inthis way would carry ona plot 
and get all that there is to be got out of a sit- 
uation or an incident easily and harmonious- 
ly, so that the labor would be halved; yet, as 
Mr. Matthews very properly insists, literar 
partners must never begin to measure ea 
other’s work. But literary style is another 
thing. The partners may take turns about in 
revising, or even in writing. A true literary 
partnership is, as I will show directly, quite 
consistent with such an arrangement of the 
work. The presentment o the story 
must seem to be by one man. No one 
would listen totwo men telling it together. 
We must hear—or think we hear—one voice. 
Therefore one man must finally revise or 
even write the whole work. Now, thisis the 
rock on which literary partnerships get 
wrecked and love’s labor is lost. The part- 
ners conceive that each st write as much 
as the other. For instancé, there was sent to 
me the other day a MS. novel written in part 
nership, with the usual request that I should 
read it and give an opinion on it—in other 
words, sacrifice a whole day to the task of 
making two life-long enemies. The 
authors of this work (which has 
not yet seen the light) had arranged their 
fable and their characters. But unfort- 
unately they made the great mistake of 
2 it in alternate chapters. Now, the 
style of One was not in the least like the style 
of the other; the effect was that of two men 
taking turns to tellthe same Story, each in 
hisown way and from his own point of view. 
Nothing could have been more grotesque, 
nothing more ineffective, Any ohe of the 
characters talked with two voices and two 
brains; the thing was a horrid nightmare. 

One of the two, then, | repeat—not neces- 
sarily always the same one—imust have the 
revision ofthe work or the writing of the 
work. 

Can, then, the other man who has con- 
tributed only rough shafts here and there, or 
even, perhaps, nothingat allin writing, be 
called a collaborator? Most certaip y he can. 
And in the recognition of this act Hes, I 
think, the chief value of this essay before us. 

Consider the work before a partnership en- 
gaged upon a novel. One of the two must 
contribute the leading motif of the work. 
Here we have the infant. Itis not possible 
fora child to have two mothers, but a child 
may be watched, trained, educated and 
molded by two women. 

When the scenario is finally arranged, 
consider what each partner may 
further put into the work. Nothing 
can be got out ot an art except what has been 
putintoit. It will be the function of each 
to put in all he can, without stint of knowl- 
edge, of recollection, of experience, of fancy, 
of suggestion. 

THE PARTNERS MUST BE EQUAL BUT DISSIMILAR 

These considerations lead to another most 
important point. As in the partnership of 
Marriage, so in that of literature, those 
unions are happiest and best where the two 
partners have many points of unlikeness as 
well assome of likeness. There must be, of 
course, equal invention, equal dramatic 
power, equal perception of proportion, equal 
artistic sense. With these there may be— 
and, perhaps, should be—unlikeness in pur- 
suits, learning, experience, private Iite, 
birth, social connections, tastes, training 
and temperament. It is easy to find a man 
unlike oneself; it ls not so easy to Nght upon 
one qualified for partnership by points of 
similarity. 

A lower kind of collaboration is when a 
man works for another; hunts up facts for 
him, consults Blue Books for him, finds out 
cases and precedents, gets up the scientific 
diagnoses of diseases, traces genealogies, jlays 
down the legal points, copies MS., and so 
forth. Such a man is nota partner; he isa 
secretary or a stage manager; all he contrib- 
utes to the play is the mounting. 

Nor need we consider the Ghost, who 1s be- 
coming quite an institution in these days. In 
confiiential talks with persons ‘‘down 
below,’’ in the lower walks of literature, one 
lights upon the Ghost in avery surprising 
manner. The Ghost calls it conducting re- 
search or making notes. In reality he does 
the work, and his employer puts his name to 
it. One such employer—one such Ghost— 
I heard of the other day. The Ghost was a 
young lady, clever and impecunious. She 
conducted her research, and gave him her 
‘*notes,’’ which subsequently appeared in a 
Magazine with her employer’s name, and no 
other alteration or addition at ail; and a very 
creditable piece of work it was. Ambition 
tempts men to fall into the abyss of engaging 
the services of the Ghost. — tempts 
other men—and women—to enact this spec- 
tral part. 

To sum up, the chief advantage of collabo- 
ration is that itis certain to produce clear- 
ness of purpose, a well-defined plot, and dis- 
tinct characters. Thereis the danger that 
there may be too much distinctness—a loss of 
atmosphere—not enough left to the imagina- 
tion. Living men and women are not always 
distinct; they change from day to day;. they 
possess more than one characteristic; the 
miser is not always paring the cheese; the 
man of science is not always in his labora- 
tory ; the shrew is sometimes good tempered; 
the wanton is sometimes serious and chaste. 
That is a real danger, and it is only to de 
avoided by giving, as I have demanded, the 
final revision to One of the two partners. A8 
for collaboration being a saving of labor, It 
may be so sometimes, but I would not press 
that point. From my own experience, ! 
should say that it is not, especially when It 
results in the improvement of the work, any 
saving at all. Meantime, let it be remem- 
bered that the dramatist or the novelist can 
find nothing more helpful to his work than to 
talk overit. Whena plot, an incident, a sit- 
uation, a character is.discussed a thousand 
combinations occur to one or other in conver- 
sation. Those which are useless, inartistic 
or unnecessary are most easily picked out and 
thrown away in conversation. Those which 
remain are most easily passed in review in 
conversation. 

The great—the very t—objection to lit - 
erary partnerships is the difficulty of finding 

our partner. Mr. Brander Matthews has 
found several; Ihave on found two. To 
take a man into partnership even for a short 
story or a short p is an actattended with 
great risks; it may to invite fallure, with 
certain quarrels, recriminations and preten-

CAREER OF THE WONDERFUL OLD MAN’ 
WHO TRANSFORMED THE CITY.

Paris, Jan. @.—‘‘The greatest funeral 
since Victor Hugo’s,’” Was what all Faris 
sald when on Dec, 11 it followed to the grave 
the remains of its late king, M. Alphand, 
the man Wo in the last thirty-seven years 
nas transformed the city, until by general 
consent it is the most Deautiful in the 
world, 

It is safe to say that in the history of cities 
there is not to be found another man who for 


gave her his life. For:

she became his obedient mistress. 
promoted him until he held 

hand all departments of 

lic works. Streets, parks, 

and gardeus were under his control. 

cided where they should be made, how they 
should be decorated, when they should 
cleaned. He looked after the lighting of the 
city. He was the final authority on ‘all t- 
ters of municipal architecture. He was t 
projector and executor of the numerous his- 
toric and artistic undertakings which add to 
the interest and beauty of Paris. Nearly 6,000 
men were in his service. His word was their 
law, and, most remarkable, it was a law hon- 
ored and loved by all. 

Born at Grenoble in Southeastern Francein 
1817, he was educated at the Ecole Polytech- 
nique and Ecole des Ponts et Chausseés. 
When 22 years old he was sent to Bordeaux 
as engineer. Here he remained fifteen years. 
At this time the prefect of the department of 
the Gironde, in which Bordeaux is situated, 
was the afterwards famous Baron Hauss- 
mann. This prefect was closely associated 
with the young engineer and learned to value 
highly his intelligence, his taste 
and his industry. But M. Haussmann did 
not remain inthe Gironde. The second em- 
pire had begun. Napoleon III. called him to 
take the prefecture of the Seine, confiding to 
hint at the time his desire that Paris should 
be transformed. Together they worked out 
an ambitious plan, ut where was the en-

gineer who could execute it? Baron Hauss- 
mann remembered the young man at Bor- 
deaux and in 1854 he called himto Paris as a 
director of streets and parks. 

From 1854 to 1871, the end ofthe empire, he 
conducted the Bolts de Boulogne and the bots 
de Vincennes, those beautiful parks to the 
west and east of the city, into either of which 
all Paris can pour itself in a half hour at a 
cost of 8o0r4so0us. Withinthecity Umits he 
utilized waste landstomake the charming 
parks of Monceau, Montsouris and Buttes- 
Chaumont, and he constructed some of the 
finest of the great boulevards and 
avenues. The work were not 
only splendid feats of engineering. They 
were works ofart. Says one of M. Alphand’s 
admirers: It required a poet to conceive 
the Bols de Boulogne, the Bois de Vincennes, 
the parks Monceau, Montsouris, Buttes- 
Chaumont. Alphand was a poet of deeds, He 
handled not rhymes but trees, not syllables 
but flowers. His epics were great parks, his 
sonnets little squares.“ 

In 1871 the empire fell, The republic suc- 
ceeded, Great changes were made in the 
personnel of the city, but M. Alphand ro- 
mained. He had become an indispensable 
man. Several departments had been added 
to his original trust under the empire. Now 
he was made Director of Public orks. By 
1875 everything pertaining to above-ground 
Paris was in his hands. hree years later, 
on the death of the Engineer of Water-works 
and Sewers, underground Paris was added. 

All the changes made by M. Alphand have 
been handled with a profound regard for 
historic associations. No monument has 
been removed unless health and cleanliness 
demanded it. Likewise artistic effect has 
been considered at every step. No one who 
has seen Paris can forget the way in which 
streets and boulevards have been arranged 
to afford fine a oaches to the great 2883 
bulldings and to give charming vis of 
distant domes and towers. 

M. Alphand was 60 years oldinis77, The

I call it good medical 
poetry, and I consider that lam a judge.

However, perhaps one can’t look for any 
really showy amount of delicacy of feeling in 
a country where a person is brought up to 
contemplate without a shudder the spectacle 
of women harnessed up with dogs and haul- 
ing carts.

The Aus- 
trian national ornithological device ought to 
be replaced by a grandmother harnessed toa 
slush cart with a dog. This merely in the in- 
terestof fact. Heraldic fancy has been a 
little too much overworked in these coun- 
tries, any way.

Lately one of those curious things happened 
near here which justify the felicitous extrav- 
agances of the stage and helps us to accept 
them.

The night passed, the morning came, 
and he woke out of unconsciousness to find 
that he had been clubbed half to death and 
left to perish at his leisure. Then he reached 
for his bottle to add the finishing touch, but 
it was gone. He pulled himself together and 
went limping away, and presently came 
upon the tramp stretched out stone dead 
withthe empty bottle beside him. He had 
drunk the whisky and committed suicide in- 
nocently. Now, while the man who had 
been cheated out of his suicide stood there 
bemoaning his hard luck and wondering how 
he might manage to raise money enough to 
buy some more whisky and poison, some peo- 
ple of the neighborhood came by and he told 
them about his curious adventure. They 
said that this tramp had been the 
scourge of the neighborhood and the 
dread of the constabulary. The inquest 

assed off quietly and to everybody's satis- 
action, and then the people, to testify their 
gratitude to the hero of the occasion, put him 
on the lice, on a good enough salary, and 
he is all right now, and is not meditating sui- 
cideany more. Here are all the elements of 
the naivest Arabian tale;a manwho resists 
robbery when he hasn't anything to be 
robbed of, does his very best to save his life 
when he has come out purposely to throw it 
away, and finally ts victorious in defeat, kinn 
ing his adversary inan effectual and poetic 
fashion after already hors du combat him- 
self. And now, if you let him rise in the ser. 
vice and marry the Chief of Police’s daughter 
it has the requisite elements of the Occidenta 
romance, lacking not a detail as far as I can 
see.
